NEWTON — The city ended the 
1985 financial year with the 
largest amount of surplus and 
“free’’ cash in its history, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann announced 
last week. 

When fiscal 1985 came to a 
close on June 30, the city’s 
surplus stood at a record $8.624 
million, of which approximately 
$6 million represents uncom- 
mitted “free cash,” according to 
a year-end report prepared by 
Comptroller Lawrence H 
Marino. 

The exact proportions of the 
history-making bounty will not be 
known until state officials from 
the Revenue Department review 
and certify Marino’s calculations 
in a week or two. 

Mann said he would present the 
Executive Department's plan for 
the free cash sometime during 
the first two weeks of September. 
On Sept. 3, he is scheduled to sub- 
mit to the Board of Aldermen the 
city’s six-year Capital Improve- 
ment Plan and this year's Sup- 
plemental Capital Budget 

“It would be inappropriate to 
give knee-jerk answers on mat- 
ters of great importance to this 
city's future,”’ said Mann, who 
added that he would present a 
“seasoned and logical’ spending 
plan with “appropriate financial 
reservoirs for unforeseen ex- 
penses.”” 

The city’s consistent policy has 
been to spend free cash on in- 
frastructure needs of a health 
and safety nature, like 
water/sewer improvements, 
street and sidewalk repairs, 
municipal building maintenance 
and equipment purchases, 

Mann said he would not use any 
part of the record surplus to 
lower tax rates, 

“It is a sound business that ex- 
amines its future needs and plans 
for them right now, when times 
are good,,. We will not play a 
game with the future well-being 
of this city," he said, 

Mann will recommend that 
some of the free cash be reserved 
in a special account ‘‘to create a 
liability fund for third-party 
claims” against the city.

Local hero, golfing great

One of golf's most legitimate legacies is 
ed in a small museum at the Leo J. Martin Golf 
Course on the Newton/Weston line. 

The legacy began on 4 damp and dreary day in 
1913 at the Country Club in Brookline when 20-year- 
old Francis deSales Oulmet, in a playoff round, 
wrested the U.S. Golf Association Men's Open 
Championship from two seasoned British stars 
Harry “The Shotmaker" Vardon and the pipé 
smoking Edward “Ted” Ray 

Like most prophets or legacies, Ouimet’s initial 
conquest was met with skepticism, With the desire 
to play golf at the national level, Oulmet joined 
Woodland Country Club in Auburndale with §25 he 
borrowed from his mother 

In his autobiographical book, ‘A Game of Golf,” 
Ouimet describes his mother's displeasure at len 
ding him money to join Woodland. 

‘Mother most reluctantly gave in, insisting that! 
had to pay it back and closing her remarks with the 
words that she was certain the game of golf would 
ruin me I worked for 10 long weeks to save 
money enough to pay off my debt to mother. Car 
fares and lunches made it a mighty task, but I suc 
ceeded,” Oulmet wrote 

In the decades that have followed his victory at 
the Country Club, Oulmet has disproved his 
cautious mother by truly becoming golf's am 
bassador of goodwill 


According to David W. Muir, executive director 
of the Francis Ouilmet Caddie Scholarship Fund 
based at the Ouimet Museum and Golf House on the 
grounds of the Leo J. Martin Golf Cours¢ Fran 
cis,” above all else, is best remembered for being a 
gentleman with a ‘positive’ approach to golf and 
life 

Even at a young age, Ouimet respected other 
feelings. On that faithful day in Brookline, standing 
next to veteran caddies hired by Vardon and Ray 
was 10-year-old Eddie Lowery of Newton Lower 
Falls, Ouimet's caddie, Just before the start of the 
game, a member of the Country Club offered to 
carry Quimet’s bag because Lowery looked 
ridiculous in his sailor hat next to the older, more 
experienced caddies. Oulmet noticed tear 
young caddie’s eyes as he was discussing the mat 
ter and politely refused the offer 

The same year Quimet beat Vardon and Ray, he 
captured the first of six State Amateur titles. Ir 
1914, he won his first National Amateur crown al 
Ekwanok, Vt., repeating his victory at the French 
Amateur the same year, Between 1917 and 1932 
Ouimet won nine more championships, including ¢ 
second National Amateur title in 1931 

His play and leadership in the Walker Cup has 
been unparalleled. For 27 years, beginning in 1921 
Ouimet served as team member, captain and non 
playing captain while compiling a 9-5-2 record

Police officer will appeal discharge 


NEWTON — A city patrolman discharged last week from the force 
for sleeping on the job and seven other counts of misconduct will ap- 
peal his dismissal to the State Civil Service Commission, according to 
an attorney representing him. 

Vincent Dennis, an 11-year veteran of the department, was fired 
last week by Chief William F. Quinn and Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
co-appointing authorities for police officers. 

“We'll certainly appeal it to Civil Service,” said Austin Joyce, an 
associate for the Worcester law firm of Reardon & Reardon, which is 
representing Dennis 

The patrolman has 10 days from when he received written notice of 
the decision, which was Tuesday, to file an appeal.

Weakening of 
school boards 


With the kind of upbeat fanfare 
customary on such occasions, Gov. 
Dukakis signed the education bill which 
gives him one of his few major victories in 
his second term. It is a far cry from the 
original Dukakis initiative that some 
claimed would cost as much as $500 million 
to implement. 

Granted, there will be a strengthening of 
local school systems. Teacher starting 
salary levels are being lifted, as they 
should be. There is a worthy intent to lift 
educational levels in the less affluent com- 
munities with special grants. Despite 
these and other gains put on home rule op- 
tion, doubtful aspects ought to be viewed 
with some concern. 

School board controls are being further 
eroded. Fiscal autonomy has long gone 
with enactment of Proposition 242. Collec- 
tive bargaining affects every part of the 
educational process, work practices as 
well as salaries. With the new law, state 
minimums on compensation will bear 
heavily on salary schedules. 

In the package are pay raise guarantees, 
along with the higher minimums, as well 
as special teacher bonuses to be funded 
over two years by the state. Also, an en- 
tirely new concept is being introduced with 
the creation of local school improvement 
councils. These can be established through 
local option. 

The main thrust will be to give teacher- 
parent bodies opportunity to influence 
board decisions, excepting salaries. Here 
again, the prerogatives of a school board 
are being diluted. Councils would have 
spending initiatives amounting to $13 
million annually on a $10 per pupil state 
allocation. 

Cost of the whole bit over two years is 
estimated at $211 million. That two-year 
period is the life of the Education Bill, put 
through the legislative wringer ever since 
Dukakis administration task force recom- 
mendations were presented. 

If more state involvement means better 
schooling throughout the commonwealth, 
we’re all for what is being attempted. At 
the same time, local community groups in- 
terested in home town decision making 
should be well aware that school commit- 
tee authority is being severely lessened. 
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Birth of the building ban

There is a unique opportunity 
this year for the citizens of this city 
to have a major impact on the 
future course and character of 
Newton. Iam specifically speaking 
about the proposed building 
moratorium on commercial and in- 
dustrial development 

For those of us who may not be 
familiar with it let me give you a 
brief history. In November, 1984, 
the Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association became extremely 
concerned about the appointments 
to the newly formed Economic 
Development Commission and 
what their charge or duties would 
be 

This commission would be 
established “for the promotion and 
development of business and in- 
dustry within the city of Newton.”’ 
There would be 15 members ap- 
pointed by the mayor and only one 
of those had any real neighborhood 
ties whatsoever, We felt it was im- 
perative that neighborhoods must 
be extensively represented on this 
commission. After much _ con- 
troversy we did succeed in getting 
one additional neighborhood 
representative appointed 
However, we still had a real con- 
cern that this administration and 
the elected officials of this city had 
charted a course for us 
which we had no say w 
They were surging forward to pro- 
mote this rampant commercial 
development in our neighborhoods 
and villages 

Newton's character was chang- 
ing from the quiet, serene, closely 
knit neighborhoods contained 
within its villages to a city that was 
reaching out with open arms, 
beckoning developers to come into 
Newton and exploit our out-dated 
zoning ordinances, (i.e., Iodice 
building, Crafts Street, Antara- 
mian building, Four Corners, 
Zussman property, Langley Road 
and Union Street and many 
others). 

It’s been 35 years since our zon- 
ing ordinances have been com- 
pletely revised. We need to com- 
pletely update them in order to 
close the many loopholes that allow 
irresponsible and detrimental 
development within our 
neighborhoods. In the past, 
developers have been able to build 
‘ right’ or by special permits, 
permissive use or site plan ap- 
proval or even a zone change. 

The Newton Centre 
Neighborhood Association has had 
enough and we decided to propose 
a 24-month ban on building both 
commercial and industrial. The in- 
creased parking, traffic and safety 








































problems along with the infr- 
ingements on the neighborhood 
itself convinced us that such a pro- 
posal was not only timely but very 
ary 

The NCNA first contacted our 
local alderman and had a series of 
meetings with them to determine 
what their feelings were and how 
they could help. After checking the 
legalities of a moratorium and the 
various neighborhood organiza- 
tions to see if the support would be 
there citywide, The response was 
ov helming. Over 30 groups 
were contacted and the support 
was no less than 100 percent. The 
impetus was there to push forward 

In January we filed a petition 
asking the aldermen to pass our 
‘oposed 24-month moratorium 
This moratorium was needed, we 
said, to take the pressure off of the 
board and the various committees 
that would eventually be assigned 
this monumental undertaking of 
trying to revise the zoning. After 
all how could anyone be expected 
to do an adequate and constructive 
job while being subjected to the 
persistent developmental pressure 
coming from the ex-city solicitors, 
former aldermen, and other ex-city 
offici who are hired by 
developers? Their sole expertise is 
exploiting the zoning loopholes to 
get passed exactly what they pro- 
pose, regardless of the 
neighborhood’s concern 




















In March, the public hearing took 
place and among other things it 
clearly defined the source of our 
support as well as our opposition 
Virtually all of the people who 
spoke in support were concerned 
neighbors and citizens - people who 
love Newton and who want to 
preserve its residential character, 
The opposition was represented 
almost completely by the trade 
unions, (who were misinformed 
that this moratorium would cause 
them to lose their jobs. Nobody 
took the time to explain to these 
carpenters, plumbers, electrical 
workers, etc., that there were more 
than 15 exemptions to this pro- 
posal, including single and two- 
family housing, multiple family 
dwellings financed by state, local 
or federal fundings, reuse of 
municipal buildings, additions to 
housing, etc. So unfortunately, 
these hard-working people were 
mislead ito opposing this amend- 
ment.) 











Also many of the opponents that 
were present were not even 
citizens of Newton. Yet they were 
trying to influence our elected of- 
ficials to deny this proposal. 

In April the full board rejected 
the moratorium by a 12 to 9 majori- 
ty vote. However, some good did

Uncle Sid is sour on the strike

Just the other night, on the eve of the im- 
pending baseball strike, I had a long talk 
with my dear, departed Uncle Sid. From 
that great ballpark in the sky, Uncle Sid 
asked me what was going on down here on 
earth. 

“So nu?,’’ he asked me. ‘What's going on 
down there? I understand there's going to 
be another baseball strike.” 

Uncle Sid, you see, used to make his living 
knocking around baseballs in places like the 
Polo Grounds in New York and Braves 
Field in Boston. A lifetime .283 hitter with 
202 homeruns and 805 RBIs during his 13 
years in the bigs, Sid Gordon — who played 
with the New York Giants, Boston Braves 
and Pittsburgh Pirates — was one of the few 
men in the history of the game to hit two 
homeruns in one inning. 

Uncle Sid was the only Giant player ever 
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to have a special day held in his honor 
across the river in Ebbett's Field, home of 
the cross-town rival Brooklyn Dodgers. 

One year, after hitting .299 with 30 homers 
and 107 RBI, his contract with the New York 
Giants was up. Thinking about his growing 
family, Uncle Sid decided it was high time 
to ask for a raise. After a pretty nasty 
dispute with then-Giant owner Horace 
Stoneman, Uncle Sid begrudgingly received 
the grand sum of $30,000 — not too bad in the 
days when a good 5¢ cigar actually cost five 
cents. (After which, Stoneman shipped him 
off to Boston as way of a punishment. ) 

This was, of course, before the days when 
part-time utility players with lifetime 
averages hovering near .240 ask for, and 
receive, hundreds of thousands of dollars. It 
is more than poor Uncle Sid can handle. 

“So tell me," Uncle Sid — who died of a 
heart attack while playing softball in New 
York’s Central Park — asked, ‘“‘what am I 
going to do this summer? It can get pretty 
boring up here even with a pennant race go- 
ing on." 

T have to explain Uncle Sid. He was from 
a time when ballplayers considered it a 
privilege to step out on the field. Even Joe 
DiMaggio earned a top salary of ‘just’ 
$100,000. Banjo hitters, like Ozzie Smith ear- 
ning millions were a dime a dozen and had 
trouble staying in the majors, let alone 
demanding outrageous sums of money 

“IT was in St. Louis,” Uncle Sid said. 
“Came back to earth as a hot dog vendor for 
the night. Someone told me Ozzie Smith was 
making $2 million a year. Old Stoneface 
would have choked on his cigar if a lifetime 
.230 hitter came into his office demanding a 
new bat, let alone that kind of dough.” 

“But Uncle Sid," I tried to explain, ‘‘the 
networks are throwing money at the 
owners. The players are just trying to raise 
their families, like you were, remember?” 

“Family, shmamily,”’ Uncle Sid scoffed. 
“I know of countries that make less money 
than some of these guys."" 


Poor Uncle Sid. He played ball back in the 
days when Coke was something that came 
in a bottle and when grass was the green 
stuff between second base and home plate. 
Back then, strikes were balls you swung on 
and missed. He never knew from astroturf 
or designated hitters. I mean, this was a 
guy who literally died for the game — so- 
meone who read the sports section, not the 
stock market index. No wonder he doesn't 
understand what's going on. 

Now, I'm not saying Uncle Sid was exact- 
ly a company man — he had his problems 
with the owners, just like today's players. 
But back then there was something almost 
mystical about spending a warm summer's 
afternoon watching the likes of Willie Mays 
and Mickey Mantle. Players just didn't 
pack up in the middle of the pennant race 
and go home.

“Let me see if I got this right,’’ Uncle Sid 
queried. ‘The average salary is somewhere 
near $200,000, right? With designated hit- 
ters and platoon players, a lot of the guys 
don’t play every day, right? Some of these 
guys even play in air conditioned domes, 
right? Jeez, I wish I had it so rough.’ 

Hard as I tried, I just couldn’t get through 
to Uncle Sid that what the players are 
fighting for is self-determination and not 












giving back what they earned at the 
bargaining table 

“That's a lot of hogwash,’ Uncle Sid 
snorted. ‘‘They’re just a bunch of 


crybabies. It's like the little kid who says to 
the other kids, ‘You can’t use my ba nd 
ball if you don't let me play.’ Tell you what, 
forget baseball. Darn the players and darn 
the owners, I’m going fishing — see ya next 
season ... maybe."

receive a AAA-rating from 
Moody’s Investor Service of New 
York this winter. Currently, 
Newton is one of about 20 cities in 
the country that have earned the 
firm’s highest credit rating 

One the key indicators Moody's 
will be examining is the city’s 
debt as a proportion to the tota 
valuation of its property, which 
stands at an ‘‘excellent’’ .2 per- 
cent, according to Marino, who 
also decribed the maturity 
schedule of the debt as ‘‘ex- 
cellent.”’ 

The fact that the city uses a 
“conservative’’ 3 percent of its 
operating revenues to service its 
debt requirements and does not 
use free cash to manipulate tax 





rates will also be important to 
maintaing the rating, according 
to Chief Budget Officer Stephen 
Cirillo. 

Marino said the single largest 
contribution to the record surplus 
came when assessors 
underestimated state and local 
revenues last year. 

Instead of the $23.9 million ex- 
pected, the city received $27.05 
million —or $300,000 more in 
state monies and $2.9 million 
more in unexpected local funds 


The local receipts that overshot 
the estimate were $725,641 in 
general government revenues, 
including $200,000 in unforeseen 
building permit fees, $557,000 in 
unexpected interest, $591,000 in 
additional motor excise taxes 
and a $682,091 under-estimate of 
water/sewer revenues 


The amount of departmental 
“turnbacks,’’ or unspent budget 
appropriations returned to 
general revenue at the close of 
fiscal 1985, was about $900,000, 
which Marino deesribed as “‘less 
than usual."” 

Cirillo credited the decrease in 
turnbacks to ‘tight budget plann 
ing.” 

A cautious Mann traced the ci- 
ty’s favorable year-end position 
to an overall economic upswing, 
successful lobbying to increase 
State aid, a rigorous collection 
policy and the management in- 
itiatives taken by the city’s 
department heads, Treasurer 
Theodore L, Seafidi and Marino 

‘I want to express my pride 
and gratitude to all of those in- 
dividuals who have had a part in 
this, including the Board of 








Aldermen, At the same time, I 
caution the public to be aware of 
some of the financial concerns I 
have expressed," he said 

Some of those concerns include 
the city's $70-million, unfunded 
pension liability, the $11-million 
deficit projected for the School 
Department over the next five 
years, cutbacks in federal pro- 
grams like revenue sharing, in- 
flation affecting material costs 
and “increased commitments in 
terms of wage settlements.”’ 





Despite those reservations, 
Mann said, ‘‘We have a very op 
timistic beginning in terms of 





meeting our future deficit needs 
This will give us a good start to 


avert more serious financial 
trouble in the future.”’ 
The city’s year-end position for 


fiscal 1985 came in at about $3 


million more than last year's, 
when the city’s coffers ended 
fiscal 1984 with a surplus of $5.6 
million and free cash totalling 
$3.6 million 





The increase in free cash 
becomes more evident when the 
numbers are compared to the 
size of the city’s total operating 
budget. The city ended fiscal 1984 
with free cash that amounted to 
2.3 percent of the budget, while 
the unencumbered money 
estimated for fiscal 1985 equals 
about 5.5 percent 


According to Revenue Depart- 
ment guidelines, free cash equal 
to 3 to 5 percent of a municipali- 
ty's total operating budget is 

considered a good margin of 
safety for meeting future needs."

The spending blueprint for 
fiscal 1986 reduces Community 
Development Block Grants and 
federal subsidies to the MBTA by 
15 percent, but fully funds the 
federal revenue sharing program 
that brings Newton $1 million an- 
nually. 


Although revenue sharing is 
slated to end altogether in one 
year, Frank said he believes Con- 
gress may be able to ‘‘stave off" 
the budget knife again. 





He also does not foresee any 
significant changes in Social 
Security until ‘“‘the next cen- 
tury,” when many retirees will 
reap benefits from protected pen- 
sion accounts, like I.R.A.’s, and 
other retirement incentives. 


On the top of his agenda when 
the House gets back to business 
on Sept. 4 will be tax reform and 
an $8 to $10 billion cut in military 
spending. 


Part of President Reagan's tax 
reform package includes the 
elimination of the federal income 
tax deduction for state and local 
taxes, but Frank does not believe 
Congress will go along with the 
idea, 

“Somebody in Washington has 
decided that the way to decrease 
the federal deficit is to beat up on 
the locals. I think it's a mistake. I 
don’t think the state and local 
deduction will go through as is, 
he said. 


Most of today’s investment 
decisions are made to take ad- 
vantage of tax loopholes, but not 
to capitalize on the traditional 
concept of ‘free market return,” 
according to Frank. 





He said Reagan's ability to 
push his legislative agenda has 
been lessened partly because his 
recent illness slowed him down 
and because of his ‘‘lame duck”’ 
status. 


But the major reason for the 
president’s problems is that he 
saved the “tougher sell’ items 
for his last term, according to 
Frank, 





“Politicians don’t have 
mothers, so we always eat our 
dessert first and save the liver 
for the end of the meal when it’s 
harder to swallow,"' he said 

The results of recent polls, 
along with last year’s congres- 
sional and senatorial races, show 
that the issues Reagan 
represents are much less popular 
than the man himself, he added. 

Voters elect Democrats as 
legislators because of their 
strength on the issues, but choose 
Republicans as administrators 
because they ha a reputation 
for “competence, ability and 
toughn according to Frank 

He predicted that 1986 will be 
“a good year’’ for Democratic 
candidates, despite his conces- 
sion that ‘we don't look like we 
can govern,”’ 

Looking around the corner, 
Frank said he believes there will 























be less ‘bickering’ among 
Demoe s and “a very angry 
and bitter Republican fight’ 


when the presidential race to suc 
ceed Reagan heats up. 

"There's a good chance of (the 
Democratic Party) looking less 
fractious, I think there is finally a 
concensus that the bickering has 
hurt us. They finally see how bad 
itis,’ he said 

Frank, who has actively pro-

When QOuimet was asked to 
comment on the new course, he 
said the slope of several of the 
holes provided an_ interesting 
challenge 

“Francis was always looking 
for something positive to say,” 
Muir said 

Bobby Jones, described by 
Muir as a Harvard boy with a 
biting temper, was by far 
Ouimet’s biggest challenger 

Muir said Jones constantly 
blamed bad shots on low flying 
birds or camera shutters while 
Francis never complained about 
his poor shots. 

“If it hadn’t been for Bobby 
Jones, who won a few more 
events, we would have heard 
more of Francis,’’ Muir said 

In 1949, golf's ambassador, who 











never graduated from high 
school, established the Francis 
Ouimet Caddie Scholarship Fund 


with $4,605 to help young golfers 
go on to higher education 

“Typically, it’s the only thing 
he ever lent his name to,’’ Muir 
said 
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Since its inception, the scholar- 
ship has helped more than 500 
young caddies, both male and 
female, attend some of the coun- 
try’s finest colleges. 

With money donated by the 
friends of Ouimet, The Ouimet 
Museum and Golf House was 
moved from its location on Milk 
Street in downtown Boston in 1975 
to the Leo J. Martin Golf Course 
in Weston. 

Muir said it is the only museum 
of its kind in the nation dedicated 
to golf memorabilia. It contains 
not only mementoes and books of 
Ouimet’s, but boi a sizable 
collection of trophies, and a pic- 
torial presentation of 
Massachusetts golfing greats like 
Donald Ross, George Wright, 
Jesse Guilford, Margaret and 
Harriot Curtis, Ted Bishop, Bob 
Crowley and Paul Harney 

Artifacts on hand at the 
museum include a feather golf 
ball which was used in the 1700s. 
When crafting the ball, artisans 
would first sew together leather 
for the outside, leaving a small 














hole into which a ‘top hat full of 
feathers’’ were forced. 

In the Ouimet Room of the 
museum is a ballot box identical 
to the one that was used to elect 
Ouimet to the The Royal and An- 
cient Golf Club at St. Andrew's 
In same room, hanging over the 
fireplace, is a reproduction of 
Ouimet dressed in his St. An- 
drew's garb. Muir said another 
reproduction of the portrait 
painted by Dwight D 
Eisenhower hangs at St. An- 
drews, Around the mantel are 
three letters from Eisenhower. 
One letter thanks Ouimet for a tie 
he gave the former president 
while the other letters con- 
gratulate him on becoming cap- 
tain of the St. Andrews Golf 
Team and establishing the 
Ouimet scholarship. 

On one of the walls of the 
museum is an autographed oil 
painting of Bobby Jones which 
was given to Ouimet. The inscrip- 
tion reads most appropriately, 
“Ever an ornament to the 
game.”

Q. We have a General Electric 
built-in cooktop, Model 
JP6610V2HA, serial No. 
RA757501-G, with an automatic 
surface unit. We've had a 
number of problems with the sen- 
sor and the responder for the 
automatic surface unit. I replac- 
ed the sensor unit recently. Now 
it seems that the responder needs 
repair again. A local appliance 
parts dealer sug; ed that I con- 
vert the automatic surface unit to 
a regular burner by installing a 
jumper wire on the burner con- 
nector and using a_ regular 
switch. What do you think? 

A. General Electric makes a 
burner conversion kit which 
changes the automatic surface 
unit switch to a regular surface 









burner. The kit is designed to 
adapt to certain models of 
cooktops, Unfortunately, GE 


does not make a kit to fit your 
model. The problem is that the 
mounting holes on the responder 
switch may not line up with the 
mounting holes on the replace- 
ment switch and the switch shaft 
heights are different 

If your parts dealer can supply 
you with an infinite heat switch 
that will handle the wattage of 
the burner as well as line up with 
the mounting holes at the proper 
height, I see no reason why it 
can’t be done. However, I would 
contact a qualified service 
technician to make the change. 

Q. My Hotpoint microwave, 
model RE930-OT2, serial No. 
04904786-R. will not set a specific 
number of seconds, although the 
microwave is actually operating 
satisfactorily. Also, shortly after

They suggest that you place a 
cup of water in the oven for 20 to 
30 seconds. Open the door and 
feel around the pinhole spot. If 
you feel any heat in the area, 
have the glass bottom replaced. 
To find out if the pinhole is harm- 
ful, have your authorized Hot- 
point service person examine the 
oven. 












Ceramic tiles easy to apply

Ceramic tile has been the tradi- 
tional, preferred building 
material for covering bathroom 
and kitchen walls in high 
moistu . Tiled walls in 
shower stalls have long been a 
sign of quality that home buyers 
look for. The tile is durable, at- 
tractive and, when installed pro- 
perly, highly water resistant 

Ceramic tile is also relatively 
easy to apply yourself. It is a 
logical choice for homeowners 
planning to remodel a bathroom 

The first step in ceramic tile in- 
Stallation is to repair all holes 
and protrusions to smooth the 
walls you will be covering. Flak- 
ing paint also must be sanded 

The walls should be square and 
plumb, Check with a level or a 
plumb line and bob to determine 
wall condition. Maximum devia- 
tion must not exceed 1/4 inch, If it 
does, correct wall before tiling, 

To do this, remove the drywall 
or plaster, level the studs’ until 
they are square and plumb, and 
install new water-resistant 
drywall, Finish all joints with 
joint compound and tape 
sand joints smooth 

Next, measure the total square 
footage on the area you plan to 
tile, Sketch each wall to be tiled 
and include all dimensions and 
details such as faucet locations 
Show where the tub is located, its

handles, Take the sketch to a tile 
supplier and discuss the project 
A good supplier will be able to

Mark a grout line between two 
tiles at the center of the wall 
Remove the board and tiles so 
you can draw a heavy plumb line 
vertically through this mark to 
establish vertical alignment, Ap- 
ply tile adhesive to the side wall 
with a grooved trowel, making 
sure you can clearly see the ver- 
tical and base lines through the 
advesive strip, 

Install the first tile by pressing 
it into the adhesive and twisting it 
slightly back and forth, Align it 
under the horizontal base line on 
one side of the vertical line, The 
tile will not slip. Fill out the row 
of tiles below the base line and 
then do the row above it 

Measure the gap at the corner 
and, using a tile cutter or a glass 
cutter and steel straightedge, 
trim the end tiles 1/8 inch short 
for easy fitting, Finish cut tile 
edges with 36-grit abrasive to 
avoid cutting fingers. Notch tiles 
to fit around pipes using a 
carbide-coated round tile-cutting 
blade in a hacksaw, After install 
ing all the tiles, let the adhesive 
cure for 48 hou 

Mix grout to a heavy whipped 
cream consistency, Working in 
areas of 15 to 20 square feet, app 
ly the grout with a rubber-faced 
trowel, Use firm strokes to drive 
grout completely into joints 
over each joint with a 1/2 inch 
diameter

When all joints are filled, wipe 


excess grout of the tile face with 
the rubber trowel or a wet 
ponge. When grout begins to dry

The final step is to damp-cure 
the grout. Completely soak all 
joints with a wet sponge every 
eight hours for 72 hours. Then fill 
the tub with water and caulk the 
space between the bottom row of 
tile and the tub rim using white 
silicone tub caulk. Use the caulk 
to seal openings around all 
faucets and shower heads. Check 
for leaks carefully and seal any 
you find.

What will become outdated are 
the hand cranks, according to the 
spokesmen, Today's awnings are 
motorized to open and close at 
the touch of a button to let in 
sunlight or to provide shade as 
needed 

Shading devices such as awn 
ings can lower indoor 
temperatures by as much as 15 
degrees, according to spokesmen 








for Somfy Systems Inc., a 
worldwide manufacturer of 
motors for shading devices and 


retractable awnin| On a day 
when it's 85 degrees outdoors, for 
example, shading devices can 
reduce indoor temperatures to 70 
degrees. This reduction in 
temperature can make any in 
terior comfortable enough to go 
without air conditioning at 
least part of the time 

Many horffe owners also use 
awnings and other shading 
devices such as rolling shutters 
to save energy. In addition, awn 
ings and rolling shutters provide 
privacy and security and help to 








prevent fabrics and carpeting 
from fading because of exposure 
to sunlight 

Awnings and exterior rolling 
shutters generally are con 
sidered the most effective win 
dow treatments for reducing heat 
buildup in a room caused. by 
sunlight, according to the Somfy 
spokesmen.

They block the sunlight 
but not its radiant heat

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Officer succeeds 
with good memory 


NEWTON — After 31 years and 
eight months, Officer Michael A. 
Volpe is retiring from the Newton 
Police Department. 

“Officer Volpe distinguished 
himself as an outstanding police 
officer, at all times a gentleman 
and a fine representative of this 
department at all times,’’ Chief 
William F’. Quinn said. 

Born in Salem, Ohio, Volpe’s 
parents moved to Newton when 
he was 6, He graduated from 
Newton High in 1943 and served 
in the U.S. Army, mostly in Ger- 
many. He joined the Newton 
Police Department in 1953, work- 
ing the front desk much of the 
time and doubling as dispatcher, 
ambulance driver, Emergency 
Medical Technician, computer 
operator and, for a while, as a 
patrolman. 

One night, while driving to the 
station for a 1 a.m. shift, Volpe 
noted a station wagon in the 
Newton Centre business district 
on Sumner Street and, out of 
force of habit, he memorized the 
license plate. A short time later, 
the Newton Centre Square officer 
reported a break-in and a miss- 
ing safe at the same address. 

Volpe recalled the license 
number and he and two other 
Newton police officers, having 
traced the registration number, 
travelled to Saugus, arrested two 
men and recovered the safe from 
the rear of the station wagon. 

Mike Volpe would not agree 
that he had total recall — only a 
good memory for certain facts. 

Volpe was repeatedly elected 
by other officers to the board of 


directors of both the Police 
Benefit Association and 
Memorial Association. He was 
also on the Grievance Committee 
of the Newton Police Union. 

He is active in the Newton 
Lions Club, where he is vice- 
president and active in fund rais- 
ing for eye research. 

For the past 12 years, he has 
been active in American Legion 
Post #440 where he has served in 
all chairs, as a member of the 
Executive Board and as a 
member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Building Committee. 

According to Nick Gential, ad- 
jutant of Post 440, Volpe’s work 
with Beano has resulted in over 
$250,000 being distributed to 
various charities. 

“Mike's first interest was with 
the Cerebral Palsy Center here," 
Gentile said, ‘and his interest 
grew as he worked with the 
United Cerebral Palsy Group. He 
also conducts a special Beano 
night for the handicapped, C.P. 
clients and the Independent Liv- 
ing units in Newton, with the post 
providing refreshments and cash 
gifts. Mike doesn’t do it alone, but 
he is a moving force in our 
organization, 

On July 29, according to Gen- 
tile, “through Mike's efforts, a 
25-inch television and a video 
recorder were presented to the 
Cerebral Palsy Center. All in all, 
Mike may have retired from the 
Police Department, but he hasn't 
retired from his charity efforts.”

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South has proven softball squad 


When it came down to the wire, 
Coach Larry Caranfa and his 
Newton South softballers usually 
had luck on their side 

“There were games we won by 
luck and there were games we 
lost by bad luck,’’ Caranfa said of 
his just-completed rookie year as 
coach. “Overall though, I'd have 
to say that we had our share of 
good luck," 

In one-run games, the Lions 
were 4-1 and in two-run matches 
they were 2-3. Six out of 10 ain’t 
bad luck. 

Why, with two games remain- 
ing in the season, South needed 
one win to qualify for the fast- 
approaching state tourney. How 
did they do it? 

Holding on tight to a 14-8 lead 
going into the bottom of the last 
inning, South was hit for four 
runs by host Wayland before 
capitalizing on Lady Luck to end 
the game, 

Wayland had runners at the 
corners with two outs when a 
ground ball hit to the infield was 
misplayed and overthrown to 
first base. The ball, however, did 
not skitter into foul territory but 
hit the Wayland base coach and 
remained playable. First 
baseman Liz Shiman picked the 
ball up and threw to second base 
to nail the unsuspecting runner 
and end the game. 

Forgetting statistics, what 
Caranfa hopes to put out on the 
playing field next season is a club 
that can top this year’s 12-8 tour- 
nament team, 

“T've learned some things (this 
past season),’’ said the rookie 
skipper. “I’ve been through the 
league once and I know some of 
the different coaches’ strategies. 
I’ve seen things and we'll im- 
prove.” 

While pitching will be the key, 
Caranfa said that if he can pick 
up ‘two or three batters’ South 
could be in business next season. 

“We're really looking for hit-

“Confidence is a very impor- 
tant factor,’ Caranfa said. “I’m 
hoping that makes us stronger. I 
know I'll feel a lot more com- 
fortable with our pitching next 
year,” 

Blankstein, just finishing her 
freshman year, and Crovo, a 
junior last season, are both 
control-style pitchers 

Leading both the offense and 
defense will be returning tri- 
captain and senior-to-be Katrina 
Antonellis. The three-year 
veteran hit .350 during the first 
half of the season, then went on to 
finish the season by hitting .510 in 
her final 10 games. 

“You can’t say enough about 
her (Antonellis),’’ the coach said 
of his shortstop, ‘‘She’s a team 
leader by example. She's got real 
good range and a strong arm. 
She’s a quite leader, the do-as-I- 
do type.” 

Returning catcher Dede 
Theodore, who led the league in 
batting (.560) before slumping in 
the second half of the season, 
finished with a .466 average and 
team-high six home runs. 

Only a sophomore this past 
year, Theodore was counted on 
for much of the power-hitting as 
her stats showed. Along with her 
six home runs, the junior-to-be 
cracked out 21 singles, five 
doubles, two triples, and walked 
16 times. 

Antonellis’ shortstop position 
and Theodore’s receiving duties 
are secure, but despite welcom- 
ing 12 returners, Caranfa is keep- 
ing his options open in respect to 
where girls will play.

Cops probe rape case

NEWTON — An internal investigation by 
the Newton Police Department into allega- 
tions of rape against two city officers con- 
tinued early this week, as investigators 
began questioning the patrolmen accused of 
the offense. 

Neither Thomas M. Cloonan Jr. nor Robert 
T. Keefe were indicted on criminal charges 
following a three-week investigation of the 
allegations by the Middlesex County District 
Attorney’s office. 

The patrolmen now face possible 
disciplinary action from within the depart- 
ment, according to Chief William F’. Quinn. 

“The internal investigation has been going 
on,’ Quinn said Monday. “Interviews are 
taking place today." 

Quinn said he could not estimate how long 


whether anyone other than the two officers 
allegedly involved would be questioned. 

The Middlesex County District Attorney's 
office investigated the officers for nearly 
three weeks after receiving allegations they 
raped a woman while off-duty July 17. 

A grand jury last week decided against in- 
dicting one of the officers on charges of rape 
or indecent assault and battery, Paul 
Richardson, special assistant to District At- 
torney Scott Harshbarger, said. The in- 
vestigation did not uncover enough evidence 
against the other officer to bring the case 
before a grand jury, he added. 

Richardson, who would not say which of- 
ficer had been before the grand jury, said the 
prosecution was hampered by the unwill- 
ingness of the alleged victim to go forward 
with charges. 

“From the beginning, the victim had ex- 


pressed strong reluctance to go forward to 
grand jury or trial,’ Richardson said follow- 
ing the grand jury decision. 

One of the patrolmen was to be interview- 
ed Monday with his attorney and union presi- 
dent Linda Glenn present, the chief said 

Quinn has assigned Lt. Paul C. Robinson, 
head of the department’s internal affairs, 
and Lt. James O'Donnell, of community ser- 
vices, to conduct the investigation 

Cloonan and Keefe face possible punish- 
ment duty, suspension or misconduct if 
charges of departmental misconduct are 
brought against them 

Patrolmen Vincent Dennis was dismissed 
two weeks ago by Quinn and Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, co-appointing authorities 
in the city, for allegedly sleeping on the job 
and seven other counts of misconduct. He

Due respect for all the reviews 
this week regarding Hiroshimas 
and Nagasaki, but I have to rely 
on my own recollections. I am, 
mind you, committed to a 
nuclear, or any other, freeze so 
long as it is not unilateral. 


Assuming you know that the 
‘innocent’? Japanese Am- 
bassador was extending 
courtesies to our state depart- 
ment as their bombers were on 
their way to destroy our fleet at 
Pearl Harbor, yes, I have a pro- 
found sorrow for any other “‘in- 
nocents”’ who died or suffered in 
the bombings. 


My profound sorrow too, for 
those seamen still buried in their 
ships at Pearl Harbor. Also I 
have a profound sorrow for my 
comrades in the Aleutian Islands, 


where unspeakable beastialities 
were inflicted on them. 

My profound sorrow too for our 
G.I.s at Corregidor, and on their 
“Death March;"’ also for 
Americans dead, or worse that 
are psychologically bereft, at the 
horrors of Guadalcanal, Bougen- 
ville, New Guinea, Tarawa, Iwo 
Jima, and Okinawa, and on and 
on. 

Yes, as we hear the number of 
dead, injured and radiation- 
effected people of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki and have profound sor- 
row, I assume we also have it for 
the native peoples of all 
Southeast Asia who suffered such 
obscenities from their Japanese 
conquerors. 

After four years in the Pacific 
Theatre, I am reminded in all the 
news reports that 40 years ago on 


August 6th I was on the closest 
Island to Japan, Ie Shima. Just of 
interest, I wish that Ernie Pyle, 
who was killed about 50 feet from 
me, was writing this note. I have 
spent so many days and nights of 
absolute terror as the Japanese 
pulverized our island and their 
Kamikaze pilots destroyed our 
Merchant and Naval ships and 
their people. You know I cheered 
as did some thousands of other 
G.I.s, when we heard of the bom- 
bings. Especially as we have 
heard that President Truman 
was advised that perhaps a 
million of us G.I.s and a million 
Japanese would be casualties in 
the planned invasion of Japan. I 
thanked God that, hopefully now, 
I might stay alive and go home 
ane see my mother and my fami- 
ly. 


The bombings are a historical 
fact; there should have been only 
Hiroshima but the Japanese were 
so sure and so arrogant that it re- 
quired Nagasaki to stop their 
warring. So, too, we developed it 
first, ahead of Germany, else it 
might have been Washington, or 
New York or Newton. 


Please don’t use August 6th and 
9th as a cudgel over our country; 
rather let it be as a deserved 
retribution for the uncons- 
cionable crimes of the insane 
War Lords of a nation against 
humanity. Let the now known ter- 
ror of atomic attacks reaffirm 
our country's resolve to assure 
controls and prevent any reoc- 
curance,

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All of which tremendously 
magnified the tragedy, the confu- 
sion and the despair that came 
with the shocking news that he 
was suffering from a tumor in his 
brain. For a brief moment, a 
dark cloud blotted out his bright 
future. 

“T was experiencing some loss 
of hearing and sound. I had been 
seeing doctors for some time 
when I finally met a doctor, Dr. 
Charles Kent, at the New 
England Medical Center. He 
directed me to Mass Eye and Bar 
and Dr. Alfred Weiss for some x- 
rays. I recall being there for a 
long period of time,’’ Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann said recently 
about one of the darkest periods 
of his life. 

The x-rays: showed that a 
tumor on his brain would require 
a craniotomy — a long, difficult, 
often dangerous operation involv- 
ing cutting into his skull. 

The news from the doctors was 
unexpected. “I really didn't 
understand it. I had a tough time 
comprehending it,” he said. ‘In 
those days, with three kids (and 
the twins on the way), I had to 
make a decision. Concern about 
what would happen to my family 
raced past my eyes ... So many 
responsibilities .... 

“Thad just bought a house — an 
expensive house, for me — and, 
by this time, I had about 15 peo- 
ple working for me in my in- 
surance business. I was active on 
the Board of Directors of the In- 
surance Brokers of 
Massachusetts. I had been 
building all this up and — poof! — 
Thad a brain tumor!” 

Doctors Sweet and Ojeman 
performed the 10-hour operation 
at Massachusetts General 
Hospital on April 1, 1963. There 
followed ‘‘a long period of 
recovery ... months,’’ according 
to the mayor. ‘The effect of the 
operation was to sever a nerve, 
leaving me totally deaf in my left 
ear. For the longest time, I had a 
paralysis of the left side of my 
face.” 

The aftermath of his brush with 
tragedy has the mayor cracking 
up with laughter nowadays, look- 
ing back at it. “In those days, I 
wore an eye patch over my left 
eye and I had a corncob pipe to 
hold my lip up, I can laugh about 
it now, but ....’’ His words dwindl- 
ed off as he contemplated the 
crisis. 

“My nerves finally enervated, 
and I made a full and complete 
recovery ... so that, even to this

day, I can do a backflip off a div- 
ing board. I did it just the other 
week at Crystal Lake,” 

The mayor praises the skill of 
his doctors, but he is quick to 
credit other's with less tangible, 
but no less important, contribu- 
tions toward his recovery: “I 
prayed right and people prayed 
for me and I survived it. I owe 
lasting gratitude to Rabbi Israel 
J. Kazis, now rabbi emeritus at 
Temple Mishkan Tefila, He was a 
tremendous influence. 

“I discussed the matter with 
him and he led me to a positive 
mental attitude, ‘P.M.A.’ He 
gave me a meaningful way to 
deal with what I had before me in 
a positive way.”” 

Testimony to his full recovery 
from a potentially crushing blow 
can be found in Ted Mann’s runn- 
ing for the State House of 
Representatives several years 
later. In a way, he was realizing a 
dream for himself and his father, 
Honey, who served in the house in 
the 1930's — the last Republican 
ever to be elected from the 14th 
District in Dorchester 

The man who has never lost an 
election since he first ran for 
Ward 8 alderman in the late ‘50's 
won the State Rep. race handily. 
“By that time, I had a lot of sup- 
port coming in from all parts of 
the city,’ he said of his 
Statehouse run. 

His first day in the House was 
“a day of excitement’’ that in- 
cluded formal introductions, by 
the Speaker, of his father and 
mother, who were there to see 
their son sworn in. 

The mayor characterizes his 
role in the legislature as that of 
“consumer advocate.” 
siderable expertise in the in- 
surance business led him to the 
House Insurance Committee, 
where he worked closely with 
young Michael Dukakis and Tom- 
my McGee. 

Through past involvement in 
the Roxbury area (In the 1950's, 
he was president of the Roxbury 
Kiwanis and he insured most of 
the businesses in the Dudley 
area.) he recognized that ‘‘cer- 
tain low-income people couldn’t 
own a home or a_ business 
because they couldn’t get in- 
surance.’’ They were ‘“‘redlined 
as high risks.”’ To solve that pro- 
blem, he helped create what 
came to be known as the FAIR 
Plan, which guaranteed low- 
income people ‘“‘fair access to in- 
surance.” 

In his own words, ‘“‘The FAIR 
Plan had to be one of the most 
significant steps the com- 
monwealth had ever taken,

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because it allowed minorities to 
participate in the American 
Dream.” It also ‘‘provided a 
necessary step in the time of 
emergence of civil rights pro- 
grams.”” 

Other efforts he was involved 
in during his term on Beacon Hill 
included the smooth implementa- 
tion of Medicare and Medicaid, 
two brand new programs, and a 
change in the laws that allowed 
family planning information to 
be disseminated to minors. 

Through it all, Ted Mann 
adhered to the same principles 
his father had advocated during 
his tenure as a State Rep. from 
Dorchester. He was a populist, a 
“man of the people” ... ready to 
listen, ready to act to improve the 
lot of the oppressed, the under- 
privileged. 

It was not a stance that fitted 
in, exactly, with the image of the 
party he chose to identify himself 
with, the Republican Party. The 
party was closer to power when 
Honey chose it 40 years earlier, 
but it was beginning a decline 
when his son entered the House of 
Representatives. Nevertheless, 
he stuck with it as he stuck with 
so many things he had learned 
from his father. 

He explained, ‘‘The 
Massachusetts Republicans — 
the Christian Herters, the 
Leverett Saltonstalls, the Henry 
Cabot Lodges, the Ed Brookes, 
the Elliot Richardsons — were 
the people I had respect for and 
looked up to. That’s not to say I 
had any less respect for any of 
my Democratic friends, but I 


grew up and was friendly with 
many of these people. 

“Fred Fisher, Bob Townsend, 
Christian Herter, Jr., and I 
knocked on doors together in the 
early days. I remember having 
bonfires and political rallies in 
Newton. I remember Ed Brooke 
coming back to Newton to par- 
ticipate in automobile caravans 
for me. There was a sense of the 
community coming alive 
politically.”’ 

These men, many of whom 
would go on to the upper ethers of 
the political scene, were the 
same ones who had joined 
together to work with young Ted 
Mann on a rubbish truck in 1954. 
That's right: a rubbish truck, 


In October of that year, a hur- 
ricane left the city ‘‘devastated,”’ 
in the mayor’s words. Trees were 
down all over town, most streets 
were impassible and the city was 
at a virtual standstill for several 
days. Ted Mann, in town for only 
four years by that time, helped 
organize 75 men from Oak Hill. 
They commandeered several 
trucks from the city’s Public 
Works Department and organiz- 
ed their own cleanup. 


For the most part, the men 
were members of the city’s 
Young Republicans Club, who 
had been “working together to 
enervate the decline in political 
involvement." Fred Fisher, who 
was just recovering from a 
slanderous attack by the then- 
rabid red-baiter, Senator Joe Mc- 
Carthy, that momentarily 
elevated him to the national

Further, she adds, 
many employers are apprehen- 
sive about hiring special needs 
tudents. ‘We're here to bridge 
that gap.’’ However, Capobianco 
emphasizes that the real 
justification for the program lies 
with the lawmakers who voted to 
allocate funds for training the 
youths. 

According to counselor Glenda 
Huff, the program also teaches 
students how ‘‘to ask for a job, 
dress and appear responsible.” 

Huff required her 14 charges to 
attend a seminar, called 
“Focus,’’ which is to help youths 
“focus in on what they want, get 
a feeling of self-worth and that if 
they strive, they will achieve.” 
Huff provides additional career 


counseling for her students twice 
a week. 

Another counselor, Brenda Jef- 
ferson, offered her youths with a 
check cashing workshop, which 
teaches students how to open ac- 
counts, cash checks and so on, 

“They never had a summer job 
before. In the past, their mother 
cashed checks for them. This 
eliminates the need to depend on 
other people,” says Jefferson. 

Jefferson, who is in charge of 
the programs’ first Metco stu- 
dent section, also evaluates par- 
ticipants at their job sites and 
then discusses their weaknesses 
with them in a private session. 

“Some kids when they first 
started just said ‘hello’ instead of 
‘hello, City Hall,’”’ she explains. 
“We're working towards profes- 
sionalism.”” 

Russell Hill and John Montriro, 
both 15, of Dorchester and Metco 
students at Newton North, have 


spent much of their summer rak- 
ing leaves, pruning trees and 
bushes, and cleaning the tennis 
courts at Newton's Burr Park. 

“It’s just like doing chores at 
home," says John. ‘You mow the 
lawn and rake it up.” 

Although these chores may not 
be novel for the teens, they said 
they did learn a lot about pro- 
cedures connected with having a 
job. 

“This year,” says Russell, ‘‘a 
lot of applications were filled out 
wrong. Now we know things have 
to be filled out right and turned in 
on time.” 


Lateshia Crowder, 14, of 
Newton Highlands, says the 
training program got her “‘think- 
ing more about a career and the 
future.”’

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Hebrew camp brings heritage, language to life

Twenty-five youngsters, some 
of them strangers before this 
summer, are being united by 
more than their Newton residen- 
cy thanks to eight weeks of inten- 
sive round-the-clock Jewish cam- 
ping at Camp Yavneh in Nor- 
thwood, N.H. 

Operated by Hebrew College in 
Brookline, the co-educational 
camp, set in 90 acres of woodland 
overlooking Lucas Pond 100 
miles north of Boston, offers a 
full range of aquatic and field 
sports, plus aerobics, dance, 
drama, horseback riding, tennis, 
boating, archery, and track and 
field. 

What separates Yavneh from 
hundreds of other overnight 
camps throughout New England 
is its morning program of 
academic courses in Hebrew. 
Given for credit, these courses 
range from Bible to Hebrew 
language to literature. Students 
may elect up to two 90-minute 
classes per day. 

For Deborah, Nancy and 
Rebecca Slotnick, of Newton 
Highlands, the camp not only 
unites them together for the sum- 
mer, but it also brings them in 
contact with a host of other 
campers with similar interests 
and priorities. 


“We all have something in 
common and that is our 
Judaism,” said Nancy, 18, a 


counselor for the Arayot group, 
who will be entering Harvard this 
fall. ‘‘It means a lot to each and 
everyone of us.”’ 

Her 17-year-old sister Debbie, a 
senior at Newton South who has 
been to Yavneh for five sum- 
mers, described the camp as a 
“different kind of experience 
because Judaism is tied in fun-

damentally with the rest of your 
life at camp.” 

The 200-plus campers at 
Yavneh come from every New 
England state and such 
geographically scattered loca- 
tions as Denver, Detroit, Austin, 
Baltimore, Jerusalem and 
Canada. Because 25 percent of 
the camp’s population attends 
Jewish day schools, a special 
Hebrew curriculum has been 
prepared to accommodate their 
extensive backgrounds. Another 
25 percent of the campers attend 
Hebrew College’s Prozdor (high 
school) during the school year 
and use the summer term to take 
some additional credits, thereby 
accelerating the normal course 
load. 

Two Newton day school 
students - Matt Levitt, 15, of the 
Maimondies Day School in 
Brookline, and Joshua Gann, 14, 
a recent graduate of Solomon

Schechter Day School in Newton, 
both said Yavneh courses fit with 
their regular school-year cir- 
riculum. 


Gann, a personable, freckled- 
faced youngster with an infec- 
tious smile, will be entering the 
Hebrew College Prozdor this fall, 
qualifying as a junior because of 
his day school background. He 
said he turned on to Judaic 
Studies intially because his sixth- 
grade Tanach (bible) teacher at 
Schechter got him ‘‘very involv- 
ed” in the intellectual and 
philosophical dimensions of his 
religion, such as inquiry into 
Jewish law, science and religion. 

But Gann is by no means all 
serious. An euthusiast of basket- 
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ball and softball who plays Little 
League for the Newton East 
Padres, his answer to ‘‘Why did 
you first come to Yavneh?” was 
instantaneous: ‘‘My parents 
needed time to get away from my 
brother and me.”” 

Jonathan Berkowitz, 9, another 
Little Leaguer who plays for the 
Pirates of Newton Central, said 
his favorite part of camp is after- 
noon sports. A fifth grader at the 
Ward School, Jonathan has 
literally ‘‘grown up”’ at Yavneh, 
starting as a two-year-old when 
his mother accepted a counseling 
position with the camp. 

For the Berkowitz family, 
Yavneh is a tradition that goes 
back to the 50s when Jonathan’s 
mother, Marjorie Berkowitz now 
director of the camp, met her 
husband Stan, an attorney, in 
Northwood. Now in her 13th 
Yavneh summer with three 
children who've attended for a 
combined total of 23 years, 
Margie said of her initial return 
to camp seven years ago: “I’ve 
never really left Yavneh. Its one 
united family welcoming every 


type of kid, the scholarly, the 
reclusive, the super-athlete. It’s 
the way a family is meant to be.” 

Michael Kadish, 12, of West 
Newton, a seventh grader at the 
Cambridge Friends School, said 
although no member of his farni- 
ly had ever attended Yavneh, his 
father, Sidney, a radiation on- 
cologist at St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
had attended a Hebrew-speaking 
camp “‘and felt strongly that this 
was the route to go.”” 

Youngsters who spend sum- 
mers at Yavneh are encouraged 
to bring their round-the-clock 
Judaism home with them and in- 
terest their families in learning 
and/or perpetuating Jewish 
traditions. 

Informal education, such as 
Israeli dance festivals, song 
festivals and cultural arts 
festivals are an important part of 
the educational program 
available throughout the sum- 
mer. Later this season, the camp 
will feature a program of Ethio- 
pian Jewery that will reenact 
“Operation Moses,’”’ the airlift 
out of Ethiopia and into Israel. 


In addition to the formal and in- 
formal educational programs, 
what ultimately happens is that 
“campers learn Hebrew here 
almost by osmosis; it’s spoken 
around the dinner table and over 
the PA system, and eventually 
you just pick it up,” Berkowitz 
said. 

“This camp is here to give 
campers and staff a strong dose 
of Jewish culture,” said Pro- 
gramming Director Matt Green 
who is in his 12th Yavyneh sum- 
mer. Green, who met his wife, 
Sue, at the camp several sum- 
mers ago when both were 
campers, returned this year with 
the entire family, including 
Rebecca, 3, and Joshua, 2. 

“Yavneh has been one of the 
most important things that has 
come about in both Sue’s and my 
life,’’ Green noted. ‘‘We hope our 
kids will return every year. It's 
our base of Jewish culture and 
identity. During the year, you 
have to look for it...Here, it’s here 
for you...What we have here is an 
intense eight weeks of Judaism, 
culturally and spiritually.”

And no 
wonder, he continued, it was 
no longer possible to 
distinguish between the pur- 
chase of a life insurance policy 
and investment in the stock 
market. 

There were brochures from 
investment advisors, market 
timing services, and the peo- 
ple who write and sell investor 








newsletters on the subjects of 
gold, silver, collectibles, com- 
estibles, and antique spitoons. 
And the latest of these was a 
series of letters from a man 
who couldn’t understand why 
my visitor hadn’t jumped at 
the opportunity to invest in a 
guaranteed method of winning 
at the track. 

And that wasn't all. There 
were advertisements for free, 
do-it-yourself IRAs and 
Keoghs; and there were bor- 
ing little pamphlets on the dif- 
ferences between three 
women with similar names 
Ginnie Mae, Fannie Mae and 
Sally Mae. 

Worst of all, said my client, 
were the little pieces of advice 
that jumped out at him and 
sparked his interest — easy 
ways to pay for college educa- 
tion; leveraged interest-free 
loans; conversion of ordinary 
income to capital-gain; defer- 
red income; tax avoidance; 
lowered probate cost. And the 
mention of trusts with names 
as various as Clifford, 
Sprinkle and Crummey, 

“T’m a simple guy, with sim- 
ple needs,"’ said my visitor.

But all this ... he 
waved his hand at the material 
now littering my office floor,

tive home owners are taking mat- | 
ters into their own hands when it * 


comes to buying a new house. In- 
stead of playing the waiting 
game for mortgage interest rates 
and labor costs to come down, 
they are building their own 
homes — and finding it to be an 
easier project than they original- 
ly might have supposed. 

Several companies cater to the 
owner/builder, offering credit 
loans and simplified approaches 
to building. 

“Today many people can build 
their own homes provided they 
have the determination to suc- 
ceed,’’ said Ed Dabrowski, vice 
president of Miles Homes, a divi- 
sion of Insileo Corp. and a 
pioneer company in do-it- 
yourself home building. 

“It's a lot of hard work, but the 
Savings and the feelings of ac- 
complishment are well worth it. 
Simplified instruction manuals 
and precut, coded building 
materials help a lot. If you follow 
the step-by-step procedures, 
you'll get there eventually,’’ said 
Dabrowski.

A year-round 
energy saver

Because of rising costs for 
energy, maintaining an energy- 
efficient home has become a 
priority. One of the best ways to 
promote energy efficiency, dur- 
ing winter or summer, is to in- 
stall adequate amounts of insula- 
tion, according to Richard Trum- 
bull, vice president at Owens- 
Corning Fiberglas Corp. 

“Traditionally, insulation was 
perceived primarily as a cold- 
climate product,’’ explained 
Trumbull. ‘‘But the fact is, in- 
sulation can be just as important 
and effective during the hot sum- 
mer as it is in the cold winter to 
cut down energy costs.”’ 

Regardless of outside or inside 
temperatures, the main concern 
is heat. Whenever there is a 
temperature difference between 
inside and outside, there will be 
heat flow. Insulation helps retard 
the process of summer heat 
entering the home, which helps 
keep the inside cool and lessens 
the need for continuous air condi- 
tioning. Similarly, in the winter, 
insulation keeps the house warm 
by reducing the escape of interior 
heat, Trumbull said. 

Many people opt to heve con- 
tractors install insulation in their 
homes. However, installing in- 
sulation can be a simple and inex- 
pensive do-it-yourself project, 
Trumbull said. 

The only tools needed are a 
sharp knife, a straightedge, a 
ruler, a pair of work gloves and 
safety glasses, 

If the home has no insulation at 
all, the best place to start would 
be the ceiling, followed by floors 
over un-conditioned spaces and 
then walls, according to Trum- 
bull. 

Glass fiber batts or blankets 
generally are considered the 
most commonly used insulation 
for performance and installation 
ease, Trumbull said, Batts and 
blankets can be rolled out easily 
to blanket the desired areas. 

Pouring wool also can be used 
to insulate floors. The insulation 
simply is poured out of a bag and 
then leveled with a rake or short 
board, 

Check with a _ building 
materials dealer or utility com- 
pany about what R-value, or in- 
sulating power, is needed to bring 
the home up to levels recom- 
mended for a particular area 
Local utilities generally will per 
form low-cost energy audits that 
can point out trouble spots and 
places where insulation needs 
upgrading 

To determine how much insula- 
tion to buy, multiply the length of 
the area to be covered by its 
width, Be sure also to make any 
necessary repairs to the area, 
such as fixing leaky roofs and 

damaged floors 

For attics without floors, in 
stallation is simply a matter of 
laying the batts or blankets bet- 
ween the joists with the vapor 
barrier facing toward the warm- 
in-winter side 

If adding a second layer of in- 
sulation, unfaced batts or 
blankets should be used. Lay 
them perpendicular to the ex- 
isting layer. Be sure to leave 
vents uncovered so that air flow 
is not blocked. Air flow is an im 
portant factor in preventing 
moisture buildup and in reducing

Do-it-yourself home builders 
cited savings on construction 
costs as a major incentive to 
build your own home. Savings 
vary with the size of the home 
and regional differences in labor 
costs, but the savings can be 
significant. 

“T figure I saved thousands by 
doing almost all of the work 
myself,’ said Jack Gajewski, a 
crop duster who built a three- 
bedroom, split-level home in 
Hanford, Calif. 

“My son Jack and I knew little 
about home building when we 
started. We even had to go to the 
library to look up terminology. 
But the building materials came 
with complete instructions, and 
the materials were marked to 
make it easier. Except for the 
foundation slab and some 
drywall work, we did most of the 
work ourselves,” Gajewski said.

many prospec- 
tive home owners take the do-it- 
yourself route because of financ- 
ing. Continuing high interest 
rates and tough down payment 
requirements exclude many 
families from home ownership 
through traditional channels 
Many banks also shy away from 
making construction loans to 
anyone except professional 
building contractors. 

To fill this gap, most com- 
panies in the owner-built housing 
market offer credit plans to pro- 
spective customers. While these 
plans vary, they generally offer 
to sell building materials on 
credit and require only interest 
payments for a specific period of 
time. A mortgage loan from a 
local lender usually can be ob- 
tained on the completed home. 

Another big reason for do-it- 
yourself home construction is the 
satisfaction of knowing exactly 
what quality of material has gone 
into the home.

Modern skateboards, most of them speckled with 
decals and graffiti, are slightly concave and ap- 
proximately a foot wide and two feet long. The com- 
ponents, most often purchased separately to fit a 
skater’s individual style, cost in the vicinity of $130. 

The rig con. of plastic or rubber wheels 
mounted on ‘‘trucks’’ — axles which swivel back 
and forth like a car’s suspension — topped by a 
“deck,”' or the board itself. Most decks are covered 
with abrasive grip tape, which Day unsmilingly 
terms ‘‘the sacred surface.” 

Skaters wear protective pads as individualistic as 
their boards. About $60 will buy a set of fiber- 
stuffed knee and elbow pads capped with hard 
plastic cups — which often crack under jarring im- 
pacts. Padded bicycling gloves complete the outfit. 

“You gotta have pads,’ says 20-year-old Scott 
Gray of Natick. ‘‘You can’t skate without them.” 

“Pads are your life,”’ echoes Magnanti. 

Despite the threat of injury, only Day wears a 
helmet — swathed, typically, in more graffiti. 

“I’ve hit my head about six times in the past nine 
years,”’ he says. ‘‘That’s not a bad ratio, but I hit it 
bad about a year anda half ago.”

As he speaks, Lannon is finishing a spectacular 
run which showcases all the stunts in his repertoire. 

“T was way over the top on that one,’’ Lannon ex- 
ults. “I was lookin’ at the nails.” 

Luke Walden, 15, who lives in Boston and works 
at a skateboard specialty shop on Beacon Hill, wat- 
ches Lannon's performance with a respect tinged 
with reverence. Walden got interested in skating at 
the MDC pool on Ringe Avenue in Cambridge — a 
mecca for skateboard enthusiasts. It was there that 
both Day and Lannon got their starts. 


“There aren't that many pipes around,” Walden 
laments. “They have them in Winchester, Brain- 
tree and Dighton, but that’s about it.” 

According to Heespelink, designing and construc- 
ting his ‘‘half-pipe’’ was a collaborative effort 
undertaken jointly with his younger brother. The 
14-foot high sides and parabolic curves give the 
skaters more than ample speed to practice zero- 
gravity aerobatics. 


“Half-pipes are much better to learn on,”’ Gray 
says flatly. ‘‘You can really get a long run going.” 

The Newton Centre half-pipe, which Heespelink 
estimates cost $1000 to build, must be resurfaced 
with plywood sheathing periodically to give the 
skaters a smooth surface. 

“We resurfaced it just last Saturday and made it 
a foot taller,” he says. ‘That’s why it’s so fast.”’ 

Heespelink’s original design was a downsized 
“quarter-pipe,”” which stood for 24 years until a 
complaint prompted local authorities to step in. 

“It was breaking zoning laws so they made me 
tear it down,” he recalls. ‘‘But the building inspec- 
tor was sort of on my side.” 

Nonetheless, prior to constructing the expanded 
“half-pipe”’ last May, the daredevils canvassed the 
Newton Centre neighborhood to forestall any poten- 
tial opposition. A sign posted on the pipe spells out 
the house rules: 





‘There's nothing like going 
upside down.

No skating without permission, no skating after 
dark and no skating without signing a release ab- 
solving the Heespelinks of liability. 

“When we got a complaint we talked to everyone 
on the street,’ Heespelink said. ‘‘A lot of them have 
kids of their own and they actually support it.” 

Which is somewhat more than his own parents 
are doing. 

“When we had the quarter-pipe it wasn’t so bad,”’ 
he cringes. ‘But now they’re just barely tolerating 
it.” b 





Skaters flaunt their machismo 


Like surfers before them, skateboarders create 
their own stunts, speak their own language and 
flaunt their own particular brand of machismo. 


The only thing missing is a latter-day version of 
the Beach Boys to provide the skaters with an an- 
them all their own. 


According to Russ Magnanti, who actually 
dangles a surfer’s good-luck charm from his neck, 
all skateboard stunts are derived from four basic 
moves: footplants, handplants, and “‘airs,"’ which 
ean be performed either from the front or back 
side, 


For novices, “faking” is simply riding the board 
back and forth along the pipe in a linear movement. 
Both the board and the skater remain facing in the 
same direction. 

Balance is the key here. 

A “drop-in” is one way of starting a run, whereby 
a skater teeters precipitously atop one side of the 
pipe before smoking down the vertical. 

“You get your most speed dropping in,” said 
Steve Rosnick, 17, who lives at Harbor Towers on 
Boston’s waterfront and learned to skate on city 
streets. ‘That way you can do airs on the other 
side.””

Barker said he will call a 
special meeting of the alder- 
manic Human Services Commit- 
tee sometime after Labor Day to 
discuss the item. 

“It may be in the nature of a 
public hearing,’’ he added.

The perils of retirement

For some, retirement means playing more golf, 
puttering around in the garden, and becoming in- 
volved in hobbies they’ve only had time to dream 
about. 

But according to Henry McDade, president of the 
Retired Men’s Club in Newton, other elders will 
“retire in May and be buried in November,” 

And his only explanation for this phenomenon is 
that ‘‘there’s nothing to keep their interests up.” 

Many retirees ‘‘expect a happier and carefree 
time,’’ says Beverly Sorge, a counselor for the 
elderly with Newton's Public Health Department 
‘‘What’s happening is they're missing structure and 
they are not accomplishing things.” This results in 
a loss of self-esteem 

In addition, spouses may find they ‘don't know 
each other very well’’ after the husband and/or 
wife retires, making communication between the 
pair difficult, says Sorge. 

She adds, however, that others ‘‘do very well” 
because they have prepared for retirement hey 
have other interests (besides work) to fall back 
on,"’ she says. 

But for those couples and individuals who have a 
hard time adjusting to their retirement years, 
Newton has a team of four nurses, plus Sorge, who 
can help, 

Funded for the past seven years through a federal 
block grant, the staff handles 100 clients in a year 
Currently, the program has 40 to 50 active cases

Elvis ‘live’ in the Lake

NONANTUM It was as if the hip-thrusting 
rocker from Memphis never died 

Thousands of screaming, adoring Elvis fans 
packed Hawthorn Field Sunday to pay tribute to 
the ‘King’ of rock and roll. With the band 
members arriving in '58 Chevy Impale por- 
ting greasy hairdos and leather jackets, the 
calendar, it seemed on the gray and muggy 
afternoon, never advanced beyond 1959, 

Highlighting the day-long commemoration of 
Elvis Presley's 50th birthday, Monk Elvis and 
the Legends belted out Elvis standards like 
“Blue Suede Shoes’ and ‘Jailhouse Rock" 
songs that inspired a generation and changed 
forever the face of popular music 

“He'll always be the King,’ Elvis fan Janice 
Pollman shouted. ‘‘His legend and his music will 
live forever.” 

Pollman recalled growing up in the fifties 
when Elvis’ gyrating hips and sweltering lyrics 
caused parents to cringe bringing on what 
came to be known as ‘'the Generation Gap." 

‘My father wouldn't let me watch Elvis on Ed 
Sullivan's show,"' Pollman remembered, “I had 
to sneak out and watch it at a friend’s house, My 
dad thought he was obscene. I thought he was 
deliciously obscene." 

Pollman and her friend, Mary Bradey who 
were teenage friends during the King’s reign 
said Elvis' stage presence is mild compared to 
today's performers. 

“My kid loves Elvis,’”’ Bradey said of her 15 
year-old daughter, ‘My parents wouldn't let me 
watch Elvis either, but compared to what's on 
MTV, he was really very tame,” 

Not all parents were so adamant about Elvis. 
Sam Bianco remembered his son, Sam Jr., being 
influenced by the King as a boy growing up in 
Newton during the fifties 

“T liked his style,’’ Bianco said of Elvis, ‘That 
hip stuff never bothered me, My son Sam was a 
musician and he liked to listen to Elvis, I did, too, 
and I was 50." 

Not all those on hand were around when Elvis 
was playing. Some fans, like five-year-old Eddie 
Kadoe, weren't even born when Elvis was alive 

"I think he’s great,’’ Kadoe said through a 
smile missing some baby teeth, ‘‘My favorite 
song is ‘Don't Be Cruel.’"" 

One of Kadoe's friends, 12-year-old 
Camilli, sadly remembered Elvis’ death 

‘I wish he were still alive, because I think he 
was the greatest," Camilli said 

Like the days of yore, when the real Elvis 
would send young girls swooning into ecstasy 
Monk Elvis’ arrival onto the field caused quite a

stated. ‘We will be heavily em- 
phasizing ‘What would your 
mother or father say,’’’ Rogers 
added. “I think most kids know 
what their parents want them to 
do but are too upset to think it 
through.’ Becker predicted calls 
from young people would range 
from simply ‘‘needing someone 


to talk to’ to responding to 
crises. In short, he added, 
children call for counsel on 
anything and everything from 


what to do about thumps in the 
basement to how to make a sick 
pet feel better. 

Parents generally try to be 
careful about who comes to visit 
the house when they are not 
home, end tell their children not 
to let anyone know they are 
alone. 

“Latchkey kids typically are 
put in positions of responsibili- 
ty,"’ Roge said. ‘“‘They are ex- 
pected to grow up very quickly.”’ 








It's this sort of high expecta- 
tions from parents which often 
leads to recurring problems 
among latchkey children — from 
nightmares and insecurity to 
poor nutrition 


“T wish we'd go completely out 
of business,’’ Becker sighed. ‘‘We 
really shouldn’t have to exist but 
we do.”’ 

At present, CONTACT is seek- 
ing both start-up funding and 
volunteers to man the lines. 

“We're all ready to go, we’re 
just looking for people to start 
up,”’ Becker said. ‘‘With 10 or 12 
people we could get underway. 

“We were just able in May to 
get up to 24-hour-a-day service on 
the help-line,’’ Becker said, “‘We 








don't want to suck all those 
volunteers up.”” 

At present, CONTACT has 120 
volunteers on its help-line, while 
an additional 40 man the 
message-relay phones. 

Volunteers for the kids support 
line will be expected to complete 
a basic six-week, 20-hour training 
course. At this point, the first 
classes are expected to com- 
mence in mid-fall. 

“We think you need at least 
that much time to learn empathic 
listening ,’’ she said. 

The best situation, Rogers add- 
ed, would be to have all 
CONTACT-a-friend workers fully 
trained on the help-line. This 
could involve a_ significant 
amount of additional training. 

“There is a lot of support from 
the school system,’’ Rogers said. 
“They think this is just fan- 
tastic.”’ 

She added CONTACT will be 
making presentations this fall to 
both the Newton School Commit- 
tee and local PTA groups. 

Although the pilot program will 
be launched exclusively in 
Newton, eventually CONTACT 
hopes to expand the program to 
service the entire greater Boston 
area 





“At this stage we need a lot of 
evaluation,’’ Rogers stressed. 
‘‘We’ll have to see how it goes 
before we think of expanding.” 

Though both Rogers and 
Becker acknowledged the 
possibility that parents may use 
the service as a_ surrogate 
babysitter, they stressed such a 
practice would be discouraged, 


“We will not I’m sure be on the 
phone for a half-hour with one 
caller,’ Becker said. “It’s not a 
chatter line.”” 

“We're really helping kids to 
help themselves,"’ Rogers added. 


Unlocking latchkey mystery 


At the turn of the century, children of working mothers were label- 
ed ‘‘door key children” and typically viewed as misfits — ill-adjusted 
and just plain strange. And, though large numbers of women joined 
the labor force during World War II, latchkey children have only 
recently become prominent in American society. 


It is said that modern latchkey children can be distinguished by the 
keys they wear around their necks. Statistics currently show up to 75 
percent of children aged 6 to 13 have working mothers, and that more 
than one-third of these are unsupervised for significant periods. 


Sociologists identify four factors contributing to the latchkey 
epidemic: two-income families, a growing divorce and separation 
rate, the feminist movement and an increasingly mobile society. 


“Some people say you don’t 


need (a children’s help-line) in

said. ‘Well it is an affluent community

$2 million of city’s certified free cash already spoken for 


claims filed against the city.

NEWTON — State officials 
have certified the city’s fiscal 
1985 free cash at slightly more 
than $5 million, but almost $2 
million of that amount is already 
spoken for, according to Comp- 
troller Lawrence Marino. 

The Department of Revenue’s 
computations, which were com- 
pleted last week, place the total 
free cash available for ap- 
propriation at $5,066,285, Marino 
said. 

However, approximately $1.885 
million of that record-breaking 
figure is already slated to be set 
aside for specific purposes, 
which reduces the total amount 
of spendable funds to approx- 
imately $3.2 million, 

The city will use about $1.1 
million in free cash to establish 
its traditional contingency ac- 
count reserved for ‘‘extraor- 
dinary or unforeseen’ expen- 
ditures 

Since contract negotiations 
with the labor unions represen- 
ting police and fire department 
employees are still in the works, 
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another $700,000 must be set 
aside to cover those future set- 
tlements. 

Meanwhile, the Board of 
Aldermen has approved an 
$85,000 appropriation from free 
cash to pay for the creation of 
new classroom space at the 
Mason-Rice Elementary School. 

An as yet undetermined sum of 
free c also will be reserved in 
a special account to create a

George Kirkcaldy agrees, and 
adds, ‘you can’t just spend all 
your time doing one thing (at 
home). This is another thing to 
do. Basically I think we're all 
nuts. That’s why we're here.” 

Marguerite Chase, who has 
been a volunteer with the Non- 
Profit Organization Mailing Ser- 
vice for 12 years, says ‘I don’t 
think any retiree should stay in 
the house all day. They should 
have something to look forward 
to, to put aside to do.” 

She says that one of the 
benefits of working is that ‘‘for a 
few hours you forget your pro- 
blems. If you have a pain, you 
come up here and socialize.” 

And Carmen Tibbetts, who has 
been a volunteer worker for 
RSVP since 1973, says she 
“comes here because I feel I’m 
needed. I get more out of RSVP 
than I give.” 

John Gurry, a member of the 
Retired Executive Volunteers, 
says he joined the group to “‘learn 
something.’’

Neighbors join in Claflin reuse process 


NEWTON — A fledgling neighborhood group's late entry into the 
aldermanic reuse process has delayed for two months any further 
deliberation on the fate of the vacant Claflin School building. 

The Real Property Reuse Committee last week bowed to the 
group's demand that neighbors be given the chance to recommend 
their preference for the Lowell Avenue site. 

Although a spokeman for the organization, which was formed two 
weeks ago, asked for 90 days to think about the issue, aldermen balk- 
ed at such a sizable delay and set Thursday, Oct. 17 as their next 
meeting date 

The five-acre Claflin site, declared surplus five years ago, had been 
destined for use by the Hospice of the Good Shepherd, but the Waban- 
based organization was forced to pull out of the deal in early 
February. 

Asked why it took her group six months to organize, Co-Chairman 
Catherine L. Farrell, of 67 Oak Cliff Road, said the abutters were un- 
familiar with the city's reuse process and did not learn of the matter 
until just prior to a June 27 public hearing. 

The tentative sentiments expressed by committee members in at- 
tendance last week revealed initial support for some type of mixed 
housing reuse for the former school. 








Aldermen OK Mason-Rice renovations 


WTON — An $85,000 appropriation from surplus to build more 
classroom space at the overcrowded Mason-Rice Elementary School 
has received a final vote of support from the Board of Aldermen. 

Although opponents had dealt the item a number of last-ditch 
delays in the past months, school officials remain confident that the 
project will be completed in time for the school’s 1986 fall opening. 

Aldermen Michael Malec and Rodney Barker, still smarting from 
the School Committee’s decision to close the Hyde Elementary School 
last year, voted against the appropriation request. 

Malec said he told School Committee members before their vote on 
the Hyde and Oak Hill Elementary School that the closings would in- 
volve additional, unanticipated c 
He said a project to increase the classroom space at Countryside is 
s winter and estimated that unexpected costs totalling $250,000 
n from the School Committee’s failure to implement a 
politi y sensitive redistricting plan. 

Barker was more emphatic in his criticism of the School Commit- 
tee, 

“The Board of Aldermen is being asked to spend city tax money so 
(committee members) can avoid the tough, necessary decisions,” 
according to Barker. 

He called the School Department's ‘‘makeshift and temporary” 
plan to convert the partially underground storage room at Mason- 
Rice into classroom space the equivalent of teaching children in “a 
dungeon.”” 

When the School Committee decided to close the Hyde, members 
said they could not condone building new classrooms when there 
were empty ones available, according to Barker. 

“Now they've completely reversed themselves. What was gospel 
last year is heresey this year and we're getting them off the hook," he 
added. 















Liquor license suspended for 3 weeks 


NEWTON — The state Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission has 
upheld the Licensing Commission's decision to suspend the license of 
Bay State Liquors, in Newton Centre, for a period of three weeks. 

According to reports from the Newton Police Department, the store 
sold alcoholic beverages to four minors on Jan, 12, 1985 and Jan. 15, 
1985. 

In subsequent criminal proceeding at the Newton District Court, 
the four youths admitted to sufficient facts on charges of purchasing 
liquor and in possession while under age. Criminal proceedings 
against the package store owner and an employee were continued 
without a finding at Cambridge Superior Court. 


City's insurance costs skyrocketing 


NEWTON — The aldermanic Finance Committee has approved an 
$85,361 appropriation from free cash to cover the city’s skyrocketing 
insurance costs, but balked at Mayor Theodore D. Mann's request for 
$10,000 to conduct an audit of the city’s total coverage package. 

With little debate, FinCom voted 6-0 in favor of the larger financial 
request, which is needed to make up for an increase in the bid price 
on the city’s general liability package. 

By the same vote, however, aldermen delayed action on Mann's 
proposal to engage an insurance advisor to audit the city's coverages, 
help prepare the bidding specifications for next year and to advise 
the city on whether more or less self-insurance is needed. 

The city budgeted $170,000 for its insurance costs this year, but the 
bid that was received carried a total cost of $255,361. The policy 
covers every conceivable mishap from employee dishonesty and 
wide-scale riots to damage to the War Memorial dioramas. 

The one firm that responded was the Brewer & Lord Insurance 
Company, a Boston-based insurance agency that finds carriers for its 
clients. Brewer & Lord has handled the city's policies for several 
years, 

“We were fortunate to get any bids at all. Nobody wants to touch 
it,’ Comptroller Lawrence Marino said. Three different companies 
offered bids for the city's policies in 1982,

“I’m not knocking the Joint 
Labor Management Committee, 
but they have no substantive ef- 
fect under law. They cannot 
render a decision that is compell- 
ing to both sides. Only the city 
can win. We have no legal 
recourse to compel an agree- 
ment,” he said. 

JLMC Field Investigator 
Theodore O'Brien has been 
assigned to the case, but a date 
for the first session has yet to be 
scheduled. The NFA refused to 
join the city’s petition asking for 
the JLMC’s involvement 

McArdle, then a ‘‘fledgling 
union member,’’ was not im- 
pressed when the JLMC took 
over negotiations with the union

“It was totally fruitless. We 
were supposed to meet at two 
o'clock, The city’s bargaining 
team came in 20 minutes late, 
called a caucus five minutes later

They're not going to deal 
me an ace. They're going to deal 
me a joker,” he added. 

McArdle believes the city 
should consider abandoning its 
policy of not using free cash for 
union pay hikes, arguing that a 1 
percent pay raise for all the city's 
non-school workers would cost 
only $260,000, 

“We cannot go back to our body 
with something substantively the 
same or less than the offer we re- 
jected in March,” he said, 

That offer consisted of a 5- 
percent raise for each of the first 
two years of the contract and a 
one-time cash bonus of 1 percent, 
but the city has reached more 
favorable financial settlements 
with the unions representing 
teachers and school custodians. 


McArdle said his membership 
would also like to see the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
interest the money has earned 
during the 13 months since their 
previous contract expired. 

A city-wide strike has been rul- 
ed out, even though negotiations 
are non-existent at this point and 
there are few new options left to 
try. 

“If we contemplate a strike 
situation, who pays he citizens 
of Newton pay. We cannot play 
that type of politics, that type of 
dirty pool. We can’t play games 
with the lives of the citizens,’

In case you missed it, the Board of 
Aldermen, last week, apparently failed to 
notice that a developer’s application for a 
special permit had been on the docket for 
more than 90 days before it was acted 
upon. That means the developer’s original 
plan was passed by default, the way some 
people see it. 

The board’s ‘oversight’? has already 
prompted considerable personal criticism, 
with aldermen scurrying acound looking 
for somewhere to place the blame. Land 
Use Committee Chairman Cindy Creem, 
whose responsibility it is to keep track of 
such matters, has been a prime candidate 
in some eyes, as has former alderman 
Mark White, attorney for the developer. 

Some are saying White had a ‘moral 
obligation’? to inform the aldermen the 
deadline was at hand. White has responded 
with the contention that such an announce- 
ment would run contrary to the ethics of 
his profession. 

City Clerk Edward English, whose adept 
management of the board’s affairs has 
been, in our eyes, above reproach, was 
even brought into the fray. We see that as a 
measure of the frenzy that followed the 
fiasco. 

Since Highlands Alderman George 
Mansfield has asked that the matter be 
reconsidered, the board will have another 
shot at the petition. No doubt the recon- 
sideration proceedings will likewise be 
marked with a certain amount of finger- 
pointing and namecalling, but those who 
indulge in such activities are missing the 
point. 

The point is, the board is not “picking 
them up and laying them down” the way it 
is meant to. The 90-day rule that has come 
into question recently was designed to in- 
sure that petitions are treated evenly and 
fairly. 

If more meetings or longer meetings are 
what is needed to make sure last week’s in- 
cident is not repeated, we would advocate 
them. It seems more likely, though, that 
simply applying the same attentiveness to 
board business that we all apply to our dai- 
ly business would probably be sufficient. 


Taking a bigger 
bite out of crime 


We applaud Governor Dukakis’ recent 
two-pronged push to take a bigger bite out 
crime in the commonwealth. It’s rare that 
any two pieces of legislation enjoy such a 
symbiotic relationship as the bills aimed 
at toughening up sentencing procedures 
and making more room in our prisons. 





The bill the Duke promises will 
“guarantee certain punishment and 
predictable sentencing for violent 


criminals, while dramatically increasing 
the length of time served by repeat of- 
fenders” is praiseworthy and timely. But 
it is useless as along as the state’s correc- 
tional system is functioning 1,100 beds 
above capacity. 

For all the good it might do, the gover- 
nor’s two-pronged approach to a revamp 
of the system still depends on adequate 
funding. 

We can only hope our state legislators 
share his concern for a situation that will 
be out-of-hand in the near future if ap- 
propriate steps are not taken now.

“When I was a boy of 14, my father was so 
ignorant I could hardly stand to have the old 
man around,’’ Mark in wrote nearly 100 
years ago. ‘“‘But when I got to be 21, I was 
astonished at how much he had learned in 
seven years.” 

So it also seems to be today with the youth of 
our nation, at least those who reside in my 
home and in the homes of several acquain- 
tances. Perhaps, as it was in Twain's time, it 
has always thus been between fathers and 




















sons...and perhaps with daughters and 
mothers as well 
The children” are positive that their 


fathers and mothers don’t know a great deal 
now, never did know much of anything, and 
may very well go to their graves in a state of 
almost complete ignorance - particularly 
when they, the children, have so much greater 
knowledge. The prevailing attitude appears to 
be that parents can’t possibly understand us 
because the parents never, no, never, went

program, or spoke with a peer, and that now 
qualifies him or her as the leading authority in 
the family...usually an authority on what is 
wrong with adult:

Anyway, it did go out of business. Dad work- 
ed hard. In 1934, with less than a high school 
diploma, he went to work in a shipyard. He 
had a vision. He wanted to make money and 
he wanted his kids to get the education and 
some of the niceties of life that he never had 
He had pride. He wanted to make it for us, 
even though he really wasn’t qualified to 
become a company president...at least not by 
educational standards he wa 

Dad never made it, not by standards. I 
put myself through college after the freshman 
year. How Mom and Dad handled the first 
year, I never did learn. My brother and sister 
didn’t want to go to college, but they've suc- 
ceeded in their own right, ‘doing their own 
thing.” But, at least according to Dad, he 
never achieved that certain standard that he 
had set for himself, the goal that would have 
allowed him to have a greater inner peace. 























He was wrong. Now that he’s gone, I guess I 
can say that. He did so much fe ach of us. He 
taught me that rabbits freeze when they're 
frightened and that’s when they are easiest to 
shoot - I hated hunting. He taught me never to 
jerk a trout because they'll spit the hook 
everytime - and I love fishing. He taught me 
that there are people who will tell you one 
thing and mean another, and oh boy, was he 
right about that one. He taught me to trust 
what I believe, not what others try to make me 
believe. 

He taught me more than perhaps I will ever 
know. He set standards of living and of work- 
ing to which I can only hope to measure up. If I 
have a work ethic that says I must always 
give just a bit of extra effort, just another hour 
on the job to insure that it is completed pro- 
perly, it’s because that w my father’s 
philosophy. He taught me, Twain said in 
Life on the Mississipi, to feel “‘...gratified to be 
able to answer promptly, and I did. I said I 
didn’t know,”’ but not to feel ashamed for say- 
ing it. 





















Thanks dad. You may have seemed rather 
backward when I was growing up, but I guess 
the tables were really reversed. I regret with 
such great sorrow that I never adequately told 
you how much you had given; how much I now 
appreciate it; how much really love you.

Eighty percent of the people 
in South Africa are slaves and 
they are, justifiably, ready to 
explode in revolution. Yet the 
U.S., the greatest and most 
powerful country in the world, 
continues to finance the white 
minority racist rulers of that 
country. 

As the death toll rises in that 
backward land, apartheid has 
become a household word in 
America. (Though South 
Africa boasts all the comforts 
of modern “‘civilization,”’ can 
a country based on slavery be 
called anything but 
backwards? ) 

Apartheid means  separa- 
tion. It means whites in South 
‘Africa live on the best land, 
get the best jobs, and move 
about the country freely. 
Though blacks there are paid 
for their work just as 
Americans are paid for their 
work, they are no better off 
than slaves. Whatever rights 
they have are purely cosmetic, 
given by the whites as tokens 
to appease the rising tide of 
outrage against them. 

The question is, how can we 
stop it? 

The answer is: stop paying 
for it. 

South Africa is blessed with 
rich mineral deposits vital to 
the United States. And, 
perverse though it may seem, 
the cheap labor force and 
stable environment that apar- 
theid provides means large 
profits for international cor- 
porations. These corporations, 
in turn, pour money into the 
coffers of the minority rulers. 

It is this corporate money 
that is the backbone of white 
oppression there. 

President Ronald Reagan 
vigorously condemns apar- 
theid. His solution is to do 
nothing that would harm the 
white minority rulers. Rather, 
he advocates maintaining the 
status quo — continuing to 
pour American dollars into the 
coffers of the white minority 
while ‘pushing for reforms.” 

Reagan and others also

If whites were to volun- 
tarily do away with apartheid, 
it would mean giving up 
everything they own. The 
wealth that only two out of ten 
people now enjoy, would have 
to be shared by all. Judging 
from the white’s history of ut- 
terly amoral behavior, it is not 
likely the whites will make this 
sacrifice. 

Reagan and others also 
argue that blacks will be 
worse off if American com- 
panies divest. This strangely 
resembles the argument of 
plantation owners in our south, 
who used to say that blacks 
were better off as slaves 
because they were well taken 
care of. This, of course, is 
moral hogwash. 

If American companies pull- 
ed out of South Africa, blacks 
would be hurt. Whites would 
be hurt as well because the 
South African economy would 
likely crumble. 

But it would be a fair fight 
The whites would be lowered 
to the poverty of the blacks 
and from this equality would 
emerge a government 
representative of all of the 
people. Once this government 
had emerged, the wealthy and 
powerful U.S. could return and 
help its new friends achieve 
























prosperity. 
This will not happen, 
however. The United States 


will continue to finance apar- 
theid. The black revolution 
will continue to grow and, in 
desperate need of help, will 
turn to the Soviet Union. The 
result will be another Marxist 
regime that hates the United 
States and loves the Soviet 
Union, unless something is 
done to stop it

NEWTON The Board of Directors of the 
Newton Schools Foundation (NSF) has selected 
Marilynne Bellengi of Stamford, Conn., to serve as 
the independent, non-profit organization’s first ex- 
ecutive director. Bellengi, who is currently regional 
director of the American Diabetes Association of 
Connecticut, will assume her new position on Sept. 
16. 











As the first executive director, Bellengi will 
assist in fund raising, the recruitment and training 
of volunteers and with public information efforts to 
explain to residents the need for supplemental 


funds 
“The board of directors stressed the need for a 


person with proven fund-raising experience,” 
Superintendent of Schools John Strand said.

Strand believes the NSF’s revised charter, which 
allowed the creation of the board of directors and 
the executive director’s position, can ‘‘serve to sup- 
port and maintain innovative’ education in the ci- 
ty’s schools. Specific requests he might make to the 
foundation for funds include more computers and 
modernized science equipment. 





The NSF, a 20-year-old program designed to raise 
money through the sale of school curriculums and 
programs, was revamped by the School Committee 
last year to help augment the annual school budget 
which is facing the fiscal constraints of Proposition 
2%. In the past, the foundation raised from $3,000 to

Linkage plan eyed

NEWTON — Looking at ways 
to generate more low-to- 
moderate-income housing, the 
Aldermanic Land Use Commit- 
tee Monday night voted to further 
study a proposal requiring com- 
mercial developers to contribute 
toward a housing fund 


Though the proposal — submit- 
ted by Housing Subcommittee 
Chairman Carol Robinson — of- 
fered no specific formula for the 
contributions, the subcommittee 
will research ways to link city 
commercial construction with 
housing. 

Currently, the city has an or- 
dinance calling for residential 
housing developers to set aside 10 
percent of a development’s total 
square footage for low-to- 
moderate-income housing. Ac- 
cording to Robinson, if passed, 
the commercial ordinance would 
add to the financial pool for such 
housing. 

“We want to work out a pro- 
posal that will link the wallets of 
the business community to hous- 
ing,’’ Robinson said 

Alderman W. Arthur Reilly, a 
Boston Redevelopment Authority 


employee, was more blunt. 
“What we are talking about,” 
Reilly said, “is extraction. We 
want to find out what we can ex- 
tract from the developers in 
return for developing in 
Newton.” 


According to Reilly, the city of 
Boston ‘‘extracts’’ certain 
payments from commercial 
developers in return for special 
permits allowing them to build 
over and above what is called for 
in zoning regulations. Such ‘‘den- 
sity bonuses, like the ones in the 
10 percent ordinance,’ Reilly 
said, could be used in Newton as 
“an ace in the hole” to get 
developers to contribute to the 
housing pool 


“The long-term question is 
what kind of cards we will have to 
play,”’ Reilly said. ‘In order to be 
able to extract money from 
developers, we will have to be 
able to offer them something that 
is beyond their matter of right 
with regards to zoning regula- 
tions.”” 

Alderman Verne Vance, who is 
on the subcommittee, said one 
way to increase Newton's 
bargaining ability is to change

doesn't matter to me what time 
the vote took place. I recorded 
the vote as taking place August 12 
— within the 90-day timeframe,” 
English said. 

In light of his English’s opinion, 
McGrath said the motion “is 
legal dirty pool,” 

“(The motion) plays into the 
hands of the developers," 
McGrath said, ‘‘because as far as 
I’m concerned, the issue would 
have been dead. To solidify his 
position, (attorney for the plain- 
tiffs) Mark White had to get so- 
meone from the prevailing side to 
reconsider — which as I see it 
was the only way to keep the 
issue open. I think Mr. Mansfield 
was duped into requesting the 
motion because of his inex- 
perience.” 

Mansfield, however, said he 
reserved the right to reconsider 
the motion after speaking with 
Assistant City Solicitor Michael 
Pierce. 

“(Pierce) told me that in all 
likelyhood,’’ Mansfield said, 
the vote were challenged it would 
be ruled null and void. To protect 
the neighborhood and keep the

“T called every alderman on

City Solicitor Dan Funk said 
his department is looking into the 
matter. Funk said, ‘‘We are 
analyzing and preparing 
Strategies for our client, the 
board. The threshold question 
here is if the board failed to act 
within the timeframe. If the

Sculpture that's as large as life

NEWTON The shape of a 
large man sitting quietly by the 
sidewalk, but close enough to 
potentially touch a passerby is 
enough to startle many 
neighborhood joggers who round 
the sidewalk near 9 Gay Street. 
Closer inspection reveals the life- 
like figure is not human, but a 
life-sized impressionistic cement 
sculpture 

In fact, five such “people” 
populate artist Heidi Tobler’s 
sideyard, some made more 
lifelike by their proximity to the 
clothes hanging from her 
clothesline, Tobler is used to the 
attention her figures attract. 

“For me, it’s great. I’m usually 
working outside, so I see people 
stop, and take a long look. They 
y, ‘May I come in?’ and ask 
hat are you doing?’”’ she said. 

Tobler is simply expressing 
herself as an artist, and struggl- 
ing to find a market for her work 
Until April, when she could no 
longer afford the $300 monthly 
rent, she worked in a studio in the 
Waltham Watch factory. Since 
then, the divorced mother of 
three teenagers has used her 
yard as a studio. 

Tobler wants her art to con- 
front people. That's why she 
prefers to do life-sized figures. 

“When you see that man on the 
bench, maybe it will remind you 
of someone you know or someone 
you have seen. If it was a little 
figure, you would look at it as a 
sculpture. If it’s larger it comes 
closer to reality. It’s not so dis- 
tant. It doesn’t look like a piece of 
art,” she said. 

With her large subjects, the 42- 
year-old Tobler wants not only to 
confront viewers but prick their 
consciences, For example, the 
rotund man sitting on the bench 
Tobler calls “The Ice Cream 
Lover,” There is no ice cream in 
sight, just the end result of such a 
love — a person whose fat arms 
rest on fat thighs, belly pro- 
truding slightly, body hiding the 
bench upon which he sits.

Another sculpture suggests a 
thin elderly woman walking her 
dog. ‘I saw such a woman walk- 
ing near the Museum School in 
Boston,” Tobler said. ‘‘She was 
so thin. The little fat dog she was 
walking seemed her only compa- 
nion. She, herself, was so under- 
nourished. It was obvious most of 
food she had was going to the dog. 
It haunted me.” In Tobler’s

woman. Simply the shape of her 
half-opened coat. 


Another called ‘‘The Outsider” 
is a group of melded figures with 
a tall single and downcast human 
figure standing apart.

Switzlerland where she grew up, 
Tobler said always wanted to be 
an artist. But the prevailing at- 
titude was an art education for a 
woman would be a waste. 

Tobler did spend a year in 
Basel, Switzlerland, studying art, 
but she was eventually pursuad- 
ed by her parents to become a lab 
technician. When she moved to 
the Boston area with her husband 
and three children in 1973, Tobler 
began to take evening art classes 
at Newton North High School. A 
Newton neighbor, who was an art 
historian at the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston, encouraged her to 
enroll in the evening program 
there. 

With a year and a half to go 
before getting her diploma from 
the museum school, Tobler drop- 
ped out for financial and artistic 
reasons. “'I felt I had reached a 
stage where I could do the work 
at home,” she said. 

With a $250 grant from the 
Newton Arts Lottery invested in 
cement, the cheapest material 
for outdoor sculpture, Tobler 
began working 6 to 7 hours a day 
on her art. 


It takes one to two days alone to 
form one of her figures out of 
chicken wire. ‘Afterwards I look 
like 20 cats ran over me,” she 
said of the scratches she 
receives. Over the chicken wire 
form, Tobler places burlap and 
coats this with cement that has 
been strengthed with acrylic 
latex. 

She realizes her prime interest 
in doing life-sized figures is 
somewhat impractical. They are 
too big to construct inside, and 
too large for the typical buyer’s 
home, so she’s trying to find out if 
she can achieve the same artistic 
satisfaction by creating on a 
smaller scale. 


“T realize the size is difficult 
for people to deal with,’ Tobler 
said, wondering if her work 
would have the same impact if 
reduced to a size over which 
humans could tower. 








Tax increase nominal

NEWTON — After beating back several attempts to ease the 
commercial tax burden, the Board of Aldermen last week voted 
only a nominal, one-year increase in the city’s tax rates. 

Aldermen overwhelmed three separate efforts to reduce the tax 
rate on business parcels and voted 20-3 to continue the policy of 
placing the highest possible tax burden on commercial, industrial 
and personal property. 

The decision translates into a modest 20-cent increase in the cur- 
rent residential tax rate and a 42-cent hike in the rate paid by com- 
mercial property owners. 

The new residential rate will be $20.54/$1,000 and the new com- 
mercial rate will be $34.54/$1,000. City Treasurer Theodore L. 
Scafidi hopes to have first-half tax bills in the mail by mid- 
September, but they still will be payable by Nov. 1. 

The average assessment of a home here is $121,000, meaning the 
owner will see a total tax bill increase of approximately $24. 

Finance Committee Chairman Paul Coletti took the steam out of 
proposals that would have asked Mayor Theodore D. Mann to use 
part of the city’s record surplus to reduce the tax rate on commer- 
cial property or stabilize both the commercial and residential 
rates. 

Coletti told his colleagues that it would be “highly unlikely” for 
Mann to approve any suggestion involving the use of surplus 
monies. 

Alderman Michael Malec got the ball rolling by saying that he 
saw “‘no new arguments” persuading him that a reduction in the 
commercial burden is imperative. 

Business advocate Alderman Robert Tennant countered, ‘The 
pendulum usually swings in two directions. It hasn't been swinging 
in any direction as far as the businessman in this city is concerned. 

“Some day, we're all going to be sorry,” he said, warning his col- 
leagues of a potential revolt by disgruntled businessmen.

Irwin's goal — capital gain for city

NEWTON — Now that Ward 2 
Alderman-at-Large Louis Irwin 
has successfully focussed his col- 
leagues’ attention on finding a 
solution to the city’s main library 
dilemma, he intends to revive 
their interest in the capital im- 
provement process. 

Greater attention to planning 
for the city’s long-term capital 
needs is Irwin’s goal as he 
mounts his bid for a second term 
on the Board of Aldermen. 

“It’s my present and future 
desire to focus attention on the 
importance of the Capital Im- 
provement Program as a mean- 
ingful financial tool that the 
board has control over. It’s a 
serious document and one we can 
work with the mayor as a partner 
in developing,’ according to the 
42-year-old Lowell Avenue resi- 
dent. 

Irwin, a professor of biology at 
Simmons College, believes he has 
done ‘‘pretty much” what he said 
he was going to do during the 1983 
race, including ‘‘trying to strike a 
balance between social needs and 
financial gain when disposing of 
surplus property.”’

As a member of the Real Pro- 
perty Reuse and Finance com- 
mittees, Irwin has become ‘‘very 


interested’ in the city’s long- 
term financial strategies and 
management. 


He believes School Committee 
members should be paid as much 
as aldermen because they control 
half the city’s budget and face ‘‘a 
job that’s politically more dif- 
ficult.” 

“The compensation should be 
comensurate with their respon- 


siblities. I think $3,000 a year is 
enough for now,” he said. 

Although he sympathizes with 
those supporting the push for a 
development moratorium, Irwin 
believes the current wording of 
the proposal includes ‘‘too many 
exceptions” that make the docu- 
ment “‘a weak instrument.” 

“It doesn’t achieve what it 
seeks to achieve. My greatest 
hope is with the conomic 
Development Commission. It’s 
the brightest spot on the 
municipal landscape as far as 
land use controls are concern- 
ed,"' he said. 

Irwin expects construction ona 
new library to be underway by 
January 1987. 

Although he would prefer to see 
the facility built at the corner of 
Homer and Walnut streets, he 
will support renovations at the 
former Warren School if there is 
no other way to put the issue to 
rest 

“It's not my way or no way,”’ 
according to Irwin, who served 
as a member of the Main Library 
Facility Committee. 

He lives in Newtonville with his

Davidson ‘desires’ to make impact

NEWTON — Joshua E, Davidson 
wants to play a role in determin- 
ing the city’s future and intends 
to get that effort underway as one 
of two aldermen-at-large from 
Ward 2. 


“My desire is to have an im- 
pact on my environment — the 
world we live in, our country and 
our city. I’m not sure politics is 
the answer, but it’s a good place 
to start,’’ according to the 26- 
year-old Dale Street resident.

One way to insure a strong 
commitment and a sense of ac- 
countability from the city’s 
elected representatives is to offer 
stipends, but he said he does not 
know whether the $3,000 annual 
salary that aldermen receive is 
the proper amount of compensa- 
tion, 

“I’m not an alderman yet," 
Davidson added. 

The moratorium movement as 
it is currently represented con- 
stitutes an unnecessary ‘‘broad 
brush” approach, he said. ‘‘We 
need to address the specifics — 
the problem of by-right buildings 
that disrupt residential 
neighborhoods. If we impose a 
moratorium, it’ll send 
shockwaves through the business 


community. It'll have a very 
negative impact,’’ according to 
Davidson. 


Although he admits he is ‘‘not 
well-versed” on all the elements 
of the library issue, Davidson 
believes residents ‘deserve as

R-value is the guide on insulation

Wood, brick, plaster, masonry 
and glass all materials com- 
monly used to build houses — are 
not particularly effective in- 
Sulators. That's why energy- 
conscious home owners insulate 
their homes with blankets, batts 
and foam made from materials 
that resist the conduction of heat. 

The ability of a material to 
resist heat conduction is known 
as its R-value. The higher the R- 
value, the more efficient its heat- 
resisting qualities, therefore, the 
better it can insulate. 

So when shopping for insula- 
tion, shop for R-value, not for in- 
ches, according to the U.S. 
Federal Trade Commission. One 
brand of insulation might be 
slightly thicker than another, but 
if the two are marked with the 
same R-value, they resist heat 
flow equally well. 

Using R-value to choose the 
most effective insulation is sim- 
ple if you follow these steps 

- Find out what R-value you 
need. This varies according to 
the part of the house you're in- 
sulating and the climate you live 
in.

BOSTON Because of continuing complaints about the smell 
and taste of water, the Massachusetts Water Resource Authority 
(MWRA) will re-treat the Wachusetts Reservoir 

Last week, MWRA technicians treated the reservoir with copper 
Sulfate to combat a rapidly growing algae bloom that caused local 
tap water to ‘taste like fish,’ according to MWRA spokesman 
John Kellogg 

Monday, however, Kellogg said the problem had not been totally 
rectified 


We received a substantial number of complaints over the 
weekend,” Kellogg said. There is still no health danger, but we 
understand people's irritation, It is no fun to have the water you 
drink smell bad.” 

Kellogg added the problem should go away with continued treat- 
ment 

This strain of algae appears to be particularly persistent,” he 
said. ‘It's just a matter of treating the algae and getting it out of 
the system. Then the odors will go away. There is no need to switch 
to another water source,”’

On the walls of DeNucci’s inner office on 
Beacon Hill, there are pictures of famous 
politicians and world-reknown dignitaries 
Yet it is the wall with pictures of himself and 
others in boxing trunks that he likes to point 
out. 

A smile creases DeNucci's face — slightly 
revised by 85 professional bouts and 
countless sparing matches — when he talks 
about the sport. His eyes light up as he shows 
off perhaps his proudest possesion — Rocky 
Marciano’s “KO” license plate 

DeNucci has a theory about the sport he 
loves. 

“Boxing reflects the social evolution of 
America,” he says. ‘Look at the history of 
boxing. EB. » group had a time when 
its fighters dominated the game. As they 
gained social and financial prominence, 
their numbers in the fight game dropped 
Back in the 20s and 30s, you had your Jewish 
fighters, Later it was the Italians and Irisn 
Today you have your black and Hispanic 
fighters.” 

Though DeNucci will be the first one to tell 
you that he didn’t have to rely on his fists for 
his meals as a boy growing up in Nonantum, 
he will tell you that being in the ring helped 
him with his career 

“While I was fighting,’ the chairman of 
the House Health and Human Services Com- 
mittee says, ‘‘then Speaker of the House 
John Thompson saw me. I got to know him 
and he offered me a job as a page in the 
House. The rest,”’ he “is history.”” 

DeNucci — who started boxing at St. Ber- 
nard’s Parish Hall and the Newton Boys 
Club — says the fight game toughened and 
prepared him for politics. 

“To be a great fighter,’’ DeNucci says, 
“you have to be in your own world. You have 
to learn to deny yourself to make 
sacrifices. You have to remember that when 
you step in the ring, you are all alone 
Nobody can help you. The same holds true be 
it the sports arena or the political arena.” 

Some boxers, however, were not as for- 
tunate as DeNucci 

Eddie ‘‘Newsboy” Curley was less bless- 
ed. Growing up in a tough neighborhood in 
Boston’s West End in the early 1920s, Curley 
had to fight for survival. 

A Russian refugee, Curley — born Isaac 
Morochnick — was a scrappy little Jewish 
kid growing up with a rough bunch in an even 
rougher area. 

‘In order to get by and to earn respect,” 
Curley — who got his American name from

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his hair — says, ‘'I had to beat up a few of the 
Italian kids to earn respect in the Jewish 
community." 

Such was his reputation that the 
neighborhood kids called him ‘Isaac Pisaac 

King of the Jews.” 

In addition to his boxing prowess, Curley 

now an 80-year-old living with his wife in 
West Palm Beach, Florida — was known as 
the Herald Traveler's first paperboy. He 
sold papers on the Boston Common to 
General Pershing’s soldiers on roller skates 

in his words, ‘‘as a way to stay away from 


the cops.’ He became the model for that 
paper’s logo hence the ‘‘Newsboy”’ 
monicker. 


Because there was little to do in the West 

Ind, Curley took up the fight game. When he 
was 13, he went up to St. Joseph’s Hall in 
Bowdoin Square. They needed someone to 
fill in for a fight and he figured he’d give ita 
try 

Borrowing a friend's trunks, Curley step- 
ped into the ring. Before he knew it, he was a 
full-fledged amateur. 

It was not all roses and accolades, Curley 
recalls. As an amateur, he used to fight four 
or five bouts a night. If he was lucky, he’d get 
a watch and a dollar. If he was really lucky, 
he'd get five 

In 1928, ‘‘Newsboy”’ Curley turned pro. He 
would later become New England 
featherweight champ. While he never got 
rich, he did earn enough to move his nine- 
member family and many uncles, aunts, 
cousins, a manager, and his wife Jean, to a 
triple-decker in Roxbury — out of the inner- 
city ghetto that was the West End. 

Later, the Curle moved to Newton. His 
son Steve now s that, back in the West 
End, there were only two ways out. 

“If you wanted out of the neighborhood,”’ 
the younger Curley says, ‘‘you could either 
be academically talented or athletically 
talented. My dad was the latter. He didn’t 
have the opportunity to become academical- 
ly talented because he had to work and sup- 
port the family, so he developed his sports 
skills. It was also a way to protect himself 
from people who used to pick on him for be- 
ing Jewish.” 

Though his dad never encouraged him to 
box, Steve Curley says his father’s fighter's 
mentality rubbed off. 

“Dad made me realize the value of 
sports,"’ Steve says. ‘His attitude and 
reputation helped me in life. As a salesman, 
I have to be competitive, and I think my 
dad’s drive helped.” 

That same drive helped Wilbert “Skeeter” 
McClure make the transition from Toledo,

Ohio, to what he terms, ‘‘the real world.” 

McClure, now a Newton psychologist, 
remembers the only way out of the 
neighborhood for blacks in the 40s and 50s 
was through entertainment. 

“Back then,”’ McClure recalls with a tinge 
of bitterness, “if you were black and wanted 
to go to college to get into medicine or law, 
there was just no way. Blacks could’t even 
get a job as a clerk in a department store, let 
alone a doctor or lawyer. The doors were 
closed to upward mobility.” 

McClure says his first encounter with box- 
ing came at the tender age of 11. 

“A friend of mine asked me to go to the 
gym with him. I didn’t even know what a 
gym was, but I went. As it turned out, I loved 
it and my friend never went back.” 

For McClure, the gym became a second 
home. 

“T loved the odor and the sounds. I loved 
the movement of the boxers. I fought my 
first fight in 1953 and never looked back.” 

As a fighter, McClure traveled the coun- 
try, and later the world. Seeing what were to 
him “‘exotic’’ places like Boston and New 
York changed his attitude. 

“T went and saw other cities, stayed in 
hotels and had an expense account. Most 
people in my neighborhood never left. Once I 
got out, I never wanted to go back.” 

Eventually, McClure would go on to fight 
in the 1960 Olympics. His roommate was a 
then relatively unknown and shy fighter by 
the name of Cassius Clay. 

As he talks, McClure strolls into his 
bedroom and produces something few people 
possess — an Olympic Gold Medal for being 
the middleweight champ. The medal, he 
says, is a constant reminder of how boxing 
changed his life. Instead of working two jobs 
and living in Toledo, McClure went to college 
and earned a degree — something he says he 
doubts he would have done had it not been for 
boxing. 

Like DeNucci and Curley, McClure said 
the nature of the fight game helped make 
him what he is today. As a psychologist, Mc- 
Clure says he uses the lessons learned in the 
ring to help his patients. 

“There is a tremendous sense of ‘self’ you 
get from being there all alone in the ring. I 
deal with people who have trouble with their 
self-confidence. I can help them better than 
a lot of other psychologists, because I know 
fear. You have to if you’ve gotten your 
brains knocked around with 15,000 people 
screaming for your blood.” 

Despite the glowing testimony of these 
fighters, some are appalled by boxing’s in- 
herent violence.

“It was a conditional termina- 
tion by mutual agreement. We 
agreed to keep him on if we could 
find someone to temporarily 
replace him in a reasonable 
period of time,” he added. 

Funk said the city and Thorne 
agreed on the termination

Four months ago, Thorne 
pleaded innocent in U.S. District 
Court to charges he conspired to 
defraud the federal government 
and lied to government agents in- 
vestigating a phony home repair 
billing scheme.

He retired from HUD in 
January and was hired as civil 
service building inspector in 
March.

While this week’s editorial page carries 
two different views of nuclear weaponry — 
one from 1945 and one from 1985, we find 
we are all, in our day-to-day lives, wrestl- 
ing with a powerful menance right in our 
own homes. 

The water supply in the western 
suburbs, besides smelling like old fish, ap- 
pears to be contaminated with organic 
materials that are wreaking havoe with 
the inner harmony of the Garden City’s 
citizenry. 

The problem has been attributed to an 
unexpected ‘‘algae bloom’’ in the water 
supply. While this phrase might well ex- 
plain the phenomenon, it falls far short of 
excusing it. 

That fishy stuff flowing from your faucet 
should point out the need for an aggressive 
attack on the ills of our water supply’s in- 
frastructure. 

With all the fanfare surrounding the 
creation of a new area water/sewer 
authority, one might be lulled into thinking 
the problem that prompted it has been 
solved. That rumble in your innards should 
tell you we still have a long way to go 
before we can look forward to a constant, 
dependable supply of clean, clear water. 

We urge those in charge of the new 
water/sewer authority to remember that 
the situation they have been charged with 
correcting is still an emergency. 


Share BAA bounty 


Now that the BAA, with Ray Flynn’s 
concurrence, has decided to make the 
hallowed Boston marathon an all-out pro- 
fessional event for world class reasons, 
what gives for the cities and towns? 
Related question: how big is the pot of gold 
from sponsors going to be? 

All this is relevant. With the historic 26- 
miler from Hopkinton to the Hub going 
pro, there ought to be a reasonable cut of 
the bounty for communities through which 
foot punishers travel. At the very least, 
they should be reimbursed for expenses in- 
curred in crowd control. 

As has been the case in other big city 
distance runs, New York and Chicago, 
notably, television is fostering a golden 
goose. 

Down the road, as it were, it seems pro- 
bable we’re going to see million-dollar pro- 
fessionals ruling the bunion derbies, as in 
the other major sports. All good wishes to 
those who make it; but, again, how about 
taking care of those who provide the locus? 

Nine miles of the 26-mile classic are run 
through the Garden City, with Heartbreak 
Hill, a stone’s throw from City Hall pro- 
viding the highest drama of the entire 
event. What would the marathon be 
without it? How much does it cost to pro- 
vide it? . 

That questions deserve answers. 

That $250,000 in prize money now 
evidently assured is only a small part of 
the potential. Going world class for Boston 
means expensive top management, runn- 
ing more than a million in Chicago. Mayor 
Flynn’s enthusiastic involvement makes it 
a good bet to happen. 

Fortunately, the municipalities along 
the route are willing to be cooperative, 
with Newton’s Mayor Ted Mann very 
much in a leadership role. Local officials 
recognize the prestige in an event which 
draws hundreds of thousands in April. 
State officials recognize the inevitable pro- 
fits that come from the same source. 
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The bomb 
now...

Who could start a nuclear war? More people 
than you think. 

Just as thousands of Americans have ac- 
cess to top-secret classified information, hun- 
dreds of Americans can, theoretically, start a 
war. Only civilians — elected officials and 
Cabinet members — are supposed to be able 
to “order” a nuclear attack. But a recently 
published report says that isn’t so. 

The United States maintains civilian control 
of its military, including its ultimate weapons. 
These weapons are controlled by our leaders 
through the use of numbered codes: A civilian 
must give the code to a military officer before 
a nuclear weapon can be launched. 

But because the possibility exists that the 
civilian leadership could be killed in the first 
moments of a surprise attack, the government 
has devised alternate means of firing those 
weapons, including giving copies of the codes 
to military officers. 

The Defense Monitor, published by the 
Center for Defense Information, a private 
research organizaton, reports that a domestic 
crisis during President Reagan's first term 
demonstrated the fragility of civilian control 
over America’s arsenal. 

When the president was shot on March 30, 
1981, The Defense Monitor reports, ‘FBI of- 
ficers impounded the secret code card which 
the president would use to identify himself to 
military officials if he were to order a nuclear 
attack... It was reported that, when President 
Reagan recovered, he was disturbed to 
discover that the Joint Chiefs of Staff had an 
exact duplicate of his code."” 

The code’s purpose, of course, is to make 
sure that no one, except the president, can 
order a nuclear attack. But the vice president, 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the 
secretary of defense and the deputy defense 
secretary each has his own version of the 
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code, which each could use to order an attack, 

Here’s the way someone besides the presi- 
dent might order the launch of America’s 
nuclear weapons: 

In the first few minutes of an enemy attack, 
the president is supposed to go by helicopter 
from the White House to the National 
Emergency Airborne Command or the 
“Doomsday” airplane, from which the war 
would be directed. But an attack from a Soviet 
submarine off the Atlantic coast would only 
give Reagan only five minutes to leave the 
White House and make it to the plane. If he 
doesn’t, there’s no commander in chief to 
direct our forces. 

Of course, the United States has taken steps 
to ensure our command structure would sur- 
vive a first strike. There are alternate ground- 
and airborne-command centers without ac- 
cess to the codes required for arming, laun- 
ching and targeting nuclear weapons. 

Each of these centers is designed to conduct

a war after Washington has been destroyed. 
It’s logical to assume that the officers in 
charge of these centers have the capability to 
launch nuclear weapons even before civilian 
leadership has been killed. 

As Fred Ikle, current undersecretary of 
defense for policy, told a congressional com- 
mittee in 1977: ‘‘The entire system of warning, 
response and release is too complicated to be 
checked out against all possible failures....”” 

The conclusions of the Center for Defense 
Information are sobering: The number of peo- 
ple who could start a nuclear war is growing, 
and new systems have increased the pro- 
bability that control over these weapons will 
be gradually relinquished to the military dur- 
ing a crisis. 

That’s too many fingers on the nuclear trig- 
ger.

And the bomb then...

I was five years old in 1945. It was very dif- 
ficult for me to understand much about world 
events, the progress of the war, victory 
gardens, air raid rehearsals, or food ration- 
ing. 

But some things were clear — even to a 
small child. 

My father was far away. And he was 
fighting against bad men who wanted to take 
over our country and destroy our way of life. I 
knew what a swastika was. And I recognized 
that the rising sun was the symbol of Imperial 
Japan. 

The war ended just before I started school. 
Needless to say, there was a period of years 
when the recently-concluded war remained a 
constant topic of conversation of news and 
magazine articles, movies, books, and radio 
programs. 

I claim no expertise on World War II. In no 
way am I an Historian. But there are some in- 
controvertible facts. 

Our state of war with Japan was caused by a 
sneak attack by Japan on our naval base at 
Pearl Harbor. At the time of the attack, 
Japanese emissaries were in Washington. 
They were assuring President Roosevelt of 
their country’s peaceful and benign inten- 
tions. Thousands of Americans died in those 
first few hours of fighting. Most of them never 
had a chance; many were still asleep when 
the bombs fell. 

In a speech the next day, President 
Roosevelt called the attack “barbarous” and 
predicted that the date would “‘live in in- 
famy.” He pledged that the United States 
would thwart the aggression. 

During the course of the war, the Japanese 


committed numerous atrocities. The Bataan 
death march was one. Use of poison gas was 
another. 

When the tide began to turn, the Japanese 
defended their Pacific island strongholds with 
fanatical and suicidal zeal. Kamikaze planes 
were used to crash into American ships. My 
father still has a piece of shrapnel in his neck 
as a souvenier from a Kamikaze attack. 

It was estimated that over a million 
Americans would die if the war was to be won 
by conventional means. Peace terms were of- 
fered to the Japanese; they were warned 
about a new ‘‘super-weapon”’ that would be 
used if they were intransigent. They refused 
the offer. 

Mindful of those million American lives, 
President Harry S. Truman ordered the 
atomic attacks on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Eight days later and the war was over. 


Despite what you may have read or heard 
on or near the anniversary dates of the bomb- 
ing, there are some facts. President Truman 
saved countless lives; he shortened the war. 
He ended four years of horror and pain. 


Those who would revise history to make us 
out to be the bad guys want us to forget Pearl 
Harbor, forget the Bataan death march, 
forget that estimate of a million lives. 


Well, they can go pound sand. Harry 
Truman was a hero. He gave the Japanese 
what they asked for — in spades. My only 
regret is that the technology wasn’t ready a 
little sooner so that we could have lobbed one 
into Hitler’s bunker before he killed himself. 
The sight of all those swastikas going up in an 
atomic cloud would have warmed my heart.

Surcharge 
is haunting 
the Duke

Goy. Michael S. Dukakis’ smooth political 
machine hit a major bump in the road last 
week — with Dukakis at the wheel — and the 
jolts may be felt until next year’s election. 

The pothole took the form of a Springfield 
television interview in which Dukakis said a 
December political poll showed half the 
state’s taxpayers would prefer to see improv- 
ed services over elimination of the 7 % per- 
cent income tax surcharge. 

And while he said ‘‘there will be a good tax 
cut this year,” he warned against ‘‘the 
political roller coaster of cutting taxes in an 
election year and raising them afterwards.”’ 

He also did not help his cause by later 
declining to offer details about the poll — and 
downplaying the significance of his remarks. 

Dukakis is sitting on top of state budget 
surplus estimated to run between $300 million 
and $500 million. If he plays his cards right — 
using the surplus to cut taxes and selectively 
boost services — the surplus could be his ma- 
jor asset in the 1986 election campaign. 

But one false step — and last week’s com- 
ments may prove to be that step — could turn 
the surplus into a powderkeg that will explode 
in his face on Election Day 1986. 

The first signs it could be political TNT 
came in comments from leaders of a move to 
repeal the “Dukakis surtax,’’ so-called 
because it was adopted as a “‘temporary” levy 
during his first administration. 

“Those are the kind of poll results one would 
expect from one’s own political committee,” 
sniffed Barbara Anderson, director of Citizens 
for Limited Taxation, which has authored a 
initiative petition to repeal the surtax. 

The most serious repercussion could be the 
potential unraveling an understanding with 
the Massachusetts High Technology Council, 
which opted not to join CLT in the petition 
drive. When the two groups joined forces in 
1980, the result was Proposition 2 %%. 

The House, on an initiative pushed by its 
Democratic leadership, has overwhelmingly 
voted to phase out the surtax. But Senate 
Ways and Means Committee Chairwoman 
Patricia McGovern, D-Lawrence, steadfastly 
resists that approach — or even Dukakis’ in- 
itial call for a $64 million, one-time tax rebate. 

Nonetheless, the argument was enough to 
convince the High Tech Council to avoid the 
petition drive — and cool the tax cut fever for 
awhile, 

But the combination of the television inter- 
view and the mysterious poll have sent the 
thermometer soaring again in a very par- 
tisan manner that is likely to continue until 
the election. 

State Republican Party Chairman Andrew 
S. Natsios and erstwhile GOP U.S. Senate can- 
didate Raymond Shamie were quick to seize 
on Dukakis’ comments, issuing press releases 
echoing the ‘Give It Back, Mike’ theme 
Shamie launched when he joined the fray 

Unless or until Dukakis can back up his poll 
“results” with some specifics, he will be 
hounded by those remarks. And the start of an 
election year is the wrong time, from his 
perspective, to be hounded by anything 
especially politically explosive issues such as 
taxes

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when I first noticed the 
smell. I’ve been getting 
headaches and nausea. It tastes 
like it came out of adump.” 

Fastov, Goldfine and other 
residents of the building now use 
bottled water because they said 
they are afraid to drink the water 
coming out of their faucets. 

Fastov added the problem ex- 
tends to bathing and laundry as 
well. 

“When I take a shower, I smell 
like a fish when I get out,"’ she 
said. ‘‘Also, when I did my laun- 
dry , it also smelled like fish.” 

Newton is not the only city af- 
fected. 

According to spokesmen from 
Waltham and Watertown, those 
muncipalities are experiencing 
similar problems. In addition, 
Kellogg said Brighton ‘‘and 
possibly other towns serviced by 
the Wachusetts”’ are affected. 

Highlands resident David 
Francis said he is also avoiding 
the tap water, though he said he 
doesn't think it would be 
dangerous to do so. 

“Tt smells pretty bad,” Francis 
said. “I think I’ll find something 
other than water to drink for a 
while.” 

Newton officials say they are 
aware of the problem and agree 
with the MWRA that there is no 
danger. 

“We are telling people what 
(the MWRA) told us. The fishy 
taste in the water was caused by 
algae growth and it is safe to 
drink,’’ an administrative source 


Exact status of police council unknown 
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While that problem appears to 
have been uncovered and cor- 
rected, officials in every level of 
government say they know little 
about the GBPC or its operations. 

A spokesman for the 
Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Training Council said his 
organization has ‘‘had very little 
contact” with the GBPC and 
could not offer any further in- 
formation on the group.

The arrangement involves 
three divisions of city govern- 
ment — the Purchasing Depart- 
ment, which monitors the

General Law, which allows ‘‘any 
two or more political subdivi- 
sions (cities or towns) to join 


‘Late’ vote reaffirmed 
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White said. ‘I would have hoped 
the board could have been 
reasonable and realistic about 
the situation instead of worrying 
about right or wrong, but they 
didn’t.”” 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk, 
however, argued the board’s vote 
took place within the deadline. 

“The city’s position is that the 
board acted on the night of 
August 12,’ Funk said.

Alderman Richard McGrath, 
who originally voted to deny the 
permit, agreed with Funk.

Our decision 
is unchanged.” 

McGrath said the next move is 
up to White, 

“The ball is in their court. They

White, however, disagreed 
with McGrath. 
“After the 20-day appeal

Funk refused to comment on 
what action the city might take if 
the vote is challenged. 

“T really can’t say what we'll 
do because I want to save that 
argument for court,”’ Funk said.

These ‘Gifted Buyers’ 
will do the shopping

Fall is approaching, and the wardrobe needs some updating. But 
what's a busy career man or woman to do? 

For those who can not face the mob scenes in shopping malls or 
downtown business areas; who become intimidated by the 
numerous sportswear, dress, menswear and other sections of 
department stores; or who are impatient with the limited selection 
offered by boutique shops; there is now another option: 

- fashion buyers, who do the shopping for you. 

Robin Rogers and Judith Rosenthal make up The Gifted Buyer. 
Although they formed the business only last winter, Newton 
residents have already availed themselves to their services. 

For a consultants’ fee of $50, plus $25 an hour for shopping, the 
two will reorganize, categorize and mix-and-match their clients’ 
wardrobe, determining their ‘‘style’’ through interviews on 
lifestyle, goals and overall personality. 

The gifted buyers will also use color analysis techniques to 
determine which colors look best on a client before tackling the 
shopping end in their service. 

They’ll even do the bargain hunting. In fact, the shopping duo 
say they saved one area stockbroker some $700 when they purchas- 
ed $1,250 worth of clothes for $530 after five hours of shopping. 

How do they do it? 

Quite simply, ‘‘We’re good at it,” says Rogers. ‘‘It’s difficult, but 
it's just a question of experience.” 

That experience includes work at Bloomingdale's department 
store and in other public relations and business occupations. 

Rogers worked as a manager for Bon Marche for three years in 
Casper, Wyoming, and for a year at Bloomingdale’s. Also, she 
gained experience as a professional recruiter and teacher of inter- 
viewing techniques and professional goal setting. 

In addition to serving as marketing director for a real estate 
developer in Boston for six years, Rosenthal has worked as a sales 
person in the men’s department of Bloomingdale’s for the past 
year. 

The buyers believe the menswear background will prove ad- 
vantageous to their business because, says Rogers, nationally, 
men have more frequently used fashion buyer services. 

“We cater to business executives — people who don’t have time 
to go out and shop or the inclination to coordinate their wardrobe,”’ 
says Rogers.

Village study 
finally begins

NEWTON — The Village 


Study, an ambitious two-year 
project designed to guide the ci- 
ty’s growth into the next century, 
has finally begun. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann last 
week announced the signing of a 
$181,000 contract with Connery 
Associates to undertake the city- 
wide development analysis. The 
Winchester firm recently com- 
pleted similar studies in Brain- 
tree, Lynn and Amesbury. 

“The study represents a 
master planning approach which 
will identify and guide ap- 
propriate development. Coupled 
with the six-year Capital Im- 
provement Program, the Village 
Study rounds out the city’s 
blueprint for the 21st century,” 
Mann said in a prepared state- 
ment. 

John W. Connery, one of the 
firm’s principals, said, ‘‘The 
preservation of the quality of 
residential life here is paramount 
in whatever we come out with ... 
Newton is not going to rest on its 
laurels.” 

The study, scheduled for com- 
pletion in July, 1987, will be based 
on a parcel-by-parcel anaylsis 
coupled with a detailed examina- 
tion of the city’s traffic, parking, 
urban design, marketing and tax 
base. 

Mann underscored that ‘‘exten- 
sive public participation” in the 
study is required by contract and 
said Connery will use the public 
input to ‘‘develop a consensus 
plan, including specific im- 
plementation strategies’’ to 
guide future development in a 
manner that ‘preserves the ci- 
ty’s residential quality of life.”’ 

“The study will draw not only 
upon the extensive professional 
expertise of the consulting team, 
but also will rely in great part 
upon the citizens, businesses, 
neighborhood organizations, 
Board of Aldermen and other 
public officials who will be in- 
volved throughout the study,’’ he 
said. 

“The Village Study represents 
an opportunity for citizens and in- 
terest groups throughout the city 








The “open-air market,” spon- 
sored by the city’s recreation 
department and the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com- 
merce, is open every Tuesday, 
rain or shine, from 2:30 p.m. to 
6:30 p.m. at the base of the War 
Memorial at City Hall. The 
market’s season runs from the 
first week of July to the last week 
of October. Produce vendors, 
who park around the perimeter of 
the circle, are charged — $11 for 
a truck, $9 for a van and $7 for a 
car — to help cover the costs of 
hiring a traffic officer. The only 
other requirement is vendors 
must have grown the vegetables. 


“All the stuff we sell is picked 
the same day,’ Steve Violett of 
Lunenberg said. ‘If it’s more 
than a day old, we won't sell it.” 


Representing his family’s 
farm, Violett started coming to 
the market when it first opened. 


“It's probably one of the best 
markets in the area,’’ Violett said 
adding his family visits markets 
in Brookline, Cambridge and 
Brighton. ‘‘The people of Newton 
have always been very good to 
us,’ he said. 


Violett believes consumers and 
vendors can profit from open-air 
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markets; farmers sell their pro- 
duce at retail prices, and con- 
sumers buy fresh vegetables 
without having to pay a middle 
man. “All things considered,” 
Violett added, ‘‘everybody 
makes out."’ 


Last week was Sharon Clow’s 
first attempt at selling produce at 
an open-air market. Represen- 
ting Harvey's Farm in Westboro, 
Clow was a little disappointed in 
her preparation for the Farmer's 
Market 


“It’s going really good, but 
next time I'll know to bring a lot 
more stuff. I could have sold 
more if I had known to bring it.” 


Selling corn, summer squash 
and tomatoes from the back of 
yellow Ford pickup, Clow 
more amazed by the variety of 
people at the market than the 
variety of vegetables. 





“T’ve seen everything from A 
to Z,”’ she said. “‘It’s really amus- 
ing just to sit here."” 





Clow, who plans on attending 
the Farmer’s Market ‘a few 
more times,’’ had two types of 
corn on sale. Butter and sugar 
corn for $2 a dozen and Silver 
Queen corn for $2.50 a dozen. 

Harvard farmer Alex MacLen- 
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nan, one of the farmers who has 
attended the market every week 
since July, said last week was 
probably the biggest turnout this 
year. Being his first year of com- 
mercial farming, MacLennan 
said farmers’ markets have 
given him the opportunity to earn 
some much needed cash. 


“T’'m not large enough to sup- 
port a stand. By hitting one or 
two farmers’ markets a week, I 
can get the retail price for my 
produce,’ he said. ‘When you 
wholesale produce, you net only 
about 50 percent of the cost.”’ 


MacLennan, who ‘‘generally 
sells out” every Tuesday, said he 
started the season by selling cold 
crops — beets, broccoli and peas 
Now that the warmer weather is 
here, he has been able to offer 
customers tomatoes, peppers, 
zucchini and summer squash.

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Chimneys require special care

On a cold night in Knoxville, 
Tenn., Mary James, her son, 
daughter, son-in-law and two 
grandchildren sat near a cozy 
wood fire in their large home 
watching TV. Before the evening 
ended, the six had moved tem- 
porarily to the home of other 
relatives — their own house a 
smouldering pile of rubble after a 
fire, 

A few weeks later on Staten 
Island, N.Y., Ludwin Anderson 
and his wife Daisey retired to 
their bedroom — checking first to 
make sure their furnace was set 
to supply sufficient warmth until 
morning. Ludwin died in his sleep 
that night and Daisey woke up 
the next morning at a nearby 
hospital — both victims of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

The culprit in both tragedies — 
an improperly maintained 
chimney, Designed appropriate- 
ly for your fuel heating appliance 
and treated properly, a chimney 
ensures the energy efficiency to- 
day's consumer demands. Given 
short shrift, a chimney can 
become a life-threatening pro- 
blem. 

There are three major poten- 
tial problems home owners must 
address, according to Jean 
Beliveau of Z-Flex Inc., a 
manufacturer of stainless steel 
chimney liners that modify and 
upgrade flues. The potential pro- 
blems are: 

— Buildup of highly flammable 
creosote — tarlike condensation 
of unburnt wood gases — in 
chimneys. Creosote will appear

Answers on appliance problems

Q. Help! I've lost a dear old 
friend. It’s my 1946 Servel gas 
refrigerator, model No. UR-600A, 
serial No. 646105. It’s been with 
me for years and now it’s quit 
working. The flame burns, but it 
will not cool the refrigerator. Can 
this Servel be recharged? Is 
there anyone in the Houston area 
that repairs them? 

A. Servel Co, was sold to 
Whirlpool Corp. way back in the 
1950s. Whirlpool may have a 
limited supply of parts in stock 
for your refrigerator. Un- 
fortunately, you'll have to pin- 
point the malfunction before you 
can order any parts. The address 
is: Whirlpool Corp., 1900 
Whirlpool Dr., LaPorte, Ind. 
46350, Attention: Customer Ser- 
vice. Include the model number, 
serial numer and the type of gas 
you are using — LP or natural. 
Explain what parts you are look- 
ing for. They will check the stock 
and find out if the parts you need 
are still available. 

As for having this antique ser- 
viced, or possibly getting a seal- 
ed system repaired, my only sug- 
gestion is to check your local 
phone directory under motor 
homes or travel trailer dealers. 
They use gas-absorption-type 
refrigerators in many of their 
vehicles. It’s possible that they 
may be able to help you or know 
of someone who could. 

Q. I own a Coldspot frostless 
side-by-side refrigerator freezer, 
model No, 1067630512, serial No. 
E33875005. My problem is that the 
defrost timer became noisy. Now 
it often sounds like a high-strung 
horse running on hard pavement. 

I had a new timer installed by 
Sears and it wasn’t long before 
the new timer started sounding 
just like the old one. Am I stuck 
with this noise or can the 
thundering hoofs be stilled? 

A, I think so, Replacement 
timers are not usually noisy, The 
timer may have a defective part. 
I suggest that you get in touch 
with the Sears service people 


screws are loosened, the door will 
lose much of its rigidity. Now, 
shut the door and hand shape it to 
fit the face of the cabinet by 
pushing in on the door at all four 
corners. Then, open the door 
gently and tighten to screws in 
the corner that didn’t fit before. 
Shut the door again gently to see 
that it has not changed shape. 
Reopen the door and tighten the 
rest of the screws. 

Sometimes after aligning the 
door, the door gasket will no 
longer seal properly. If it does not 
rest tightly against the face 
where it seals, you may have to 
replace the gasket or shim it out 
so it does seal. Test for tightness 
by closing the door on a one- 
dollar bill and then pulling the 
bill through the crack; you 
should feel some drag. 

The easiest repair method is to 
put something resilient behind 
the gasket to make it contact the 
cabinet. Try silicone caulk. 

Q. We have a 1975 Hotpoint 
refrigerator with a top freezer, 
model No. 1GPFP702C, serial No. 
0V2264291. Whenever the com- 
pressor stops, we hear a sharp 
thudding noise. This noise first 
appeared about three months ago 
as a quiet thud which has 
gradually gotten louder. Now the 
refrigerator has started to rattle. 
We're afraid it might explode one 
of these days, Will it? And, what 
should we do to quiet it down? 

A, There’s no danger that your 
refrigerator might explode, but 
your thudding and rattling noises 
sound as if one of the internal 
suspension springs that mount 
the compressor may have 
broken, What you are hearing is 
the motor and pump assembly on 
its subframe hitting against the 
side of the compressor case that 
surrounds the whole compressor 
assembly, The only real cure is to 
have the compressor replaced. 

Q. I have a Sears Kenmore 
solid-state portable dishwasher, 
model No, 58779-8710. It has an 
LED readout display with Power 


Miser. When I start the machine, 
all of the lights turn off and on 
and the Cancel-Drain light comes 
on. Can you suggest a solution? 
A. June seems to be 
refrigerator month, so a 
dishwasher difficulty is a relief. 
Our source at Sears feels your 
problem may be the solid-state 
control board. Moisture getting 
to the board causes an erratic 
light display. He advises having a 
Sears techni make the repair 
at a Sears Service Center where 
they have the parts and the 
equipment to check out this 
relatively complex machine. 
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in a chimney as a powdery 
substance, a liquid or tarry glaze 
Sometimes the liquid seeps 
through the chimney causing ex- 
terior streaking. 

— Cracks in chimney linings 
caused by their inability to ex- 
pand quickly enough to ac- 
commodate temperature in- 
creases as fuel is burned. These 
cracks can allow burning embers 
or dangerous gases to back up in- 
toa home 

~ Chimney deterioration of 
combustion gases condensing in- 
to acids in incorrectly sized flues. 

Telltale signs of deterioration 
include damp spots on the inside 
walls or areas near the chimney, 
water running out of debris at 
chimney base, flue gas odors in 
the furnace area, white powder 
or stains on outside bricks of 
chimney and loose mortar bet- 
ween chimney bricks. 


To curb these chimney-related 
dangers and maintain efficiency 
of furnaces and stoves, Beliveau 
recommends a chimney-care 
program that includes: 


- Installation of appropriate 
chimney lining and accessories. 
— Proper fuel burning. 


— Regular cleaning. Usually, 
installation of appropriate lining 
can halt chimney deterioration 
and ensure safe, efficient service 
of a flue for years.

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Energy-saving 
fireplace designs

Fire gives off warmth, so a 
fireplace will help heat a 
home, right? Not nec cessarily 

While watching rkling 
blaze in the hearth may give a 
home owner a warm feeling in- 
side, that may be the only 
warmth the fireplace offers 

“Fireplaces may be 
aesthetic, but they are not 
generally energy efficient 
They pull as muck 80 per- 
cent of the warm air out of a 
room and up the chimney," ac- 
cording to Richard H. Cooper, 
energy manager for R.H 
Reynolds Industries Inc 

Houses built 50 to 75 years 
ago were designed to take ad- 
vantage of a centrally located 
fireplace with its solid brick, 
heat-retentive chimney 
reaching up several stories 
through the center of the 
house. Today, however, 
fireplaces are largely 
decorative, built into outside 
walls, with clay flues that pre- 
vent heat from penetrating the 
brick, 

There are ways, however, to 
improve the efficiency of a 
fireplace, according to 
Cooper. Purchase and install a 
damper, if you don’t already 
have one, to minimize heat 
loss when no fire is burning 


Purchase glass doors to sur- 
round the hearth. These allow 
a person to enjoy the fire while 
preventing the heat your fur- 
nace has provided from going 
up the chimney. The glass 
doors, however, will reduce 
the usable radiant heat from 
the fire 

One way to gain heat from a 
fireplace is to install a heat ex- 
changer. This device essen- 
tially is a grate made of iron 
pipes that holds burning logs 
in the fireplace 

When a fire burns in a heat- 
exchanger grate, cold air gets 
sucked into pipe openings 
underneath the logs. It’s then 
warmed by the fire, rises 
through the pipes and then is 
forced out into a room through 
top pipe openings. This device 
works best with fan-forced air. 

Another way to save on 
energy costs is to build or in- 
stall a heat-circulating 
fireplace instead of a tradi- 
tional masonry fireplace. 

According to a spokesman 
for Heatilator, a manufacturer 
of prefabricated fireplaces, 
these offer energy-saving 
features such as: 

Ducts that draw air from 
outside the home into the 
firebox to feed the fire without 
wasting heated room air. 

Glass doors that block the 
loss of inside heat up the 
chimney

The Day the Icehouse Burned 


By John F. Marshall 


Young John Marshall, a seven- 
year-old boy born in tropical Bur- 
ma, had a lot to learn about 
winter. He returned “home” in 
the spring of 1914 with his grand- 
parents, veterans of 50 years of 
missionary work in Burma. They 
stayed at the ‘‘Old Homestead,” 
in Newton Centre, the home of 
John’s great-grandfather, Dr. 
Samuel Francis Smith, author of 
“My Country 'Tis of Thee,” in 
Newton Centre. 

John’s grandfather had grown 
up in the ‘Old Homestead,” and 
it was the only American home 
he had ever known, Every 
furlough of his 60 years in mis- 
sionary work saw him return 
there. 

His grandparents returned to 
Burma in the fall, before the 
winter struck, and John moved a 
block down the hill to the Home 
for Missionary Children. There, 
he was the youngest of 20 
children. 

The fire station was across the 
street from the Missionary 
Home. John remembered walks 
to a fire station to watch the daily 
practice during an earlier trip to 
America, when he was four. 
When the alarm rang, men slid 
down the pole from their quarters 
on the second floor. Stable doors 
flew open and the horses came 
from their stalls to stand under 
their harnesses, which were 
suspended from the ceiling. The 
pull of a cord dropped the 
harnesses onto the horses’ backs. 
A quick buckling up, and the fire 
engine burst from the fire house 
in full gallop, the driver whipping 
the horses and the boilerman 
stoking the fire in the boiler so 
that smoke trailed behind as they 
clattered down the cobblestone 
streets. 

That memory was rekindled 
now that John was living across 
the street from the fire house. 
When there was a real fire, the 
number of bells in the alarm 
were counted carefully to learn 
the location of the fire. After the

In winters past, ice cutting operations kept 
Bulloughs Pond and Crystal Lake buzzing with 
the sounds of long saws and horse-drawn 


alarm, the youngsters would 
start off at a run in order to beat 
the engine to the fire. 

From the fire station, Centre 
Street ran up the hill past the 
playground, At the top, the “Old 
Homestead” was on the right, 
and, on the left, the Rice School 
for primary grades and the 
Mason School for the upper 
elementary grades. On the cor- 
ner of Centre and Beacon Streets, 
in front of the Mason School, was 
a handsome horse trough. On the 
opposite corner was the First 
Baptist Church. A block further 
on was the Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church. 

Centre Street, with its street 
car tracks, entered a flat stretch 
between the railroad tracks on 
the left and Crystal Lake on the 
right as it proceeded on its way to 
Newton Highlands. 

Crystal Lake was a lovely, 
symmetrical little lake surround- 
ed by large comfortable homes 
on all sides, except where Centre 
Street skirted it. The lake had 
been known as ‘Baptist Pond’”’ 
because of the Baptists who had 
been baptized in it. Half a cen- 
tury earlier, the ice was broken 
for the baptism of John’s own 
grandfather. At the very edge of 
the lake, on Centre Street, stood a 
big, brick ice house that marred 
the residential character of the 
shore around the little lake. 

Winter brought feverish activi- 
ty on Crystal Lake.

were hauled over to the ice house 
by teams of horses. 

What a wonder it was to John to 
see men and horses swarming 
over the pond - so solid in the 
winter. Week after week, the 
work went on and the ice, packed 
in sawdust, gradually filled the 
big brick building. There it lay, 
ready for the summer ice wagons 
to pick up for their delivery 
rounds. 

Each home had an ice card in 
the window, which notified the 
ice man of the amount of ice 
needed — 25, 50, 75 or 100 pounds, 
depending on the position of the 
card in the window. Every ice 
wagon had its train of children 
ready to pounce on the chips of 
ice left over after the ice man had 
cut a block to the proper size and 
left the wagon to make a 
delivery. 

When school started in the fall, 
John trudged up the hill to attend 
first grade in the Rice School. 
The older children went up one 
block to the Mason School, and 
the big boys and girls hiked off in 
the opposite direction to Newton 
High School. There were no 
school buses in those days. 

During that fall, John learned 
about chestnuts when the boys in 
the Missionary Home took him 
into the nearby woods to gather 
chestnuts. He had a laundry bag 
his mother had made him and the 
boys persuaded him it would be 
ideal to carry home the prickly 
burrs. It was. But that was the 
end of its use as a laundry bag, 
because the needle-like burrs 
stuck in the cloth of the bag, 
never to come out except when 
imbedded in a little undershort or 
drawers. 

Before Christmas, John had his 
eighth birthday. He awoke early 
in the morning before the sun was 
up. There, on a table beside his 
bed, was a strange thing — long 
and low, and looking like a ladder 
in the half light. Gradually, it 
took shape as dawn turned to 
morning and John’s heart lept 
with excitement as he recognized 
asled. 

It was a real ‘Flexible Flyer.” 
It brought a new meaning to the 
word ‘fun’ when John took it 
coasting in the playground. He 
even rode it down the steep hill 
behind the tennis courts, 
backward! Looking back to that 
time 70 years ago, John is still 
amazed at his courage. 

As the snow came, the streets 
were rolled down to make it 
easier for the horses to pull 
sleighs and pungs over the 
streets. Pungs were wagons with 
runners replacing the wheels. 


John learned to stand on the run- 
ners and slide along the street on 
the hard-packed snow. 


One day in the spring, there 
was a frantic ringing of the fire 
bell at the station. Excitedly the 
word passed: “The ice house is 
on fire!” The Missionary Home 
emptied of children in no time as 
everyone, big and small, rushed 
up the hill to the fire. John had 
seen a jungle fire in the dry 
season in Burma, but that was a 
sputtering spark compared to 
this massive blaze. 

How could ice burn? Why 
didn’t it melt and put out the fire? 
And all in a brick building too? 
These questions flickered up in 
his mind but were soon forgotten 
as he watched the awesome 
blaze. 

The intense heat kept eveyone 
at a distance across Centre 
Street. Bursts of flames soared 
into the sky to be followed by 
white clouds of steam. Gradual- 
ly, the flames were brought 
under control and the fire burned 
itself out, leaving the handsome 
big building in rubble, never to be 
rebuilt. 

All this was in the winter of 
1914-1915. Of course, Newton Cen- 
tre is changed today. John went 
back a few years ago to attend 
the bicentennial celebration at 
the First Baptist Church, where 
his great-grandfather had 
preached. Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church is still up the street and 
the fire house is still at the bot- 
tom of the hill. Sleek fire trucks 
have replaced the galloping 
horses and smoking engines. 

The Missionary Home has 
given way to a filling station. The 
“Old Homestead” had a fire of its 
own, and only a stone marks the 
place where the author of 
“America” lived. The streetcars 
have long since given way to 
buses, and the railroad tracks 
now carry MBTA commmuting 
trains. 

Also, the ice business is gone. 
No swarms on Crystal Lake to 
cut ice and store it for the sum- 
mer. There is no iceman with his 
wagon and following train of 
children. Every ice card in the 
window is replaced by a 
refigerator in the kitchen. 

But John will never forget: 
THE DAY THE ICE HOUSE 
BURNED,

In responding to a recent question regarding gifting, you sug- 
gested that the writer establish a trust and fund it with her silver 
spoon collection. You indicated that this would enable her to make 
an eventual gift of the spoons to her children — and that it would 
also remove the spoons from her estate. How can you establish a 
trust, get the benefits therefrom, and not have it as a part of your 
estate? It’s a little like having your cake and eating it, too.

mine. The trust agreement 
might specify that although 
you no longer own the shares, 
you are entitled, for your 
lifetime, to receive the divi- 
dend income they generate. 

In the same way, the agree- 
ment might also entitle you to 
some of the benefits of the 
spoon collection during your 
life — for example, allow you 
to keep them on display in the 
sunroom, or permit them to be 
used in the consumption of cer- 
tain low-calorie desserts. 

This kind of compromise 
allows you to give the spoons 
away when you're in the next 
world — but it also allows you 
to use them to eat your cake 
while you're still in this one. In 
short: the best of both worlds. 


Dear C.L.: 


Those who want to have 
their cake and eat it too are 
frowned upon by tax- 
collectors. However, in some 
situations, you can make a 
compromise that’s almost as 
good. 

You might follow the exam- 
ple of the writer in question, 
and place your silver spoon 
collection in an irrevocable 
trust, with your children as 
beneficiaries. You would, in 
the eyes of the law, have given 
up control of the collection. 
And whether or not you have 
control of an asset is impor- 
tant in determining whether or 
not itis a part of your estaste 

Assume for a moment that, 
along with the silver spoon col- 
lection, you funded the trust 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 


I often read about the importance of building a ‘‘realistic”’ infla- 
tion figure into any long-range financial plans. Can you explain 
why this is so important?

For example, if you use a 
“reasonable”’ inflation figure 
of 6 percent, you discover that 
in 25 years you will need over 
$45,000 to purchase what 
$10,000 could buy today. But if 
your $10,000 is invested at 5.5 
percent, it will only have 
grown to $40,000, and in real 
terms, you will have lost 
money. 

By factoring a reasonable 
inflation figure into his 
calculations, your financial 
planner can provide you with 
some idea of what income you 
will require in tomorrow’s 
dollars. And it will also give 
you an idea of how much you 
need to invest each month for 
the next 25 years in order to 
at what money will be worthin adequately provide for 
25 years. yourself.

An Auburndale 
caddie reunion 


--all Doughertys

When the Dougherty brothers of Auburndale get together, there 
are usually enough of them to stage a family tournament. 

All nine of the brothers caddied at the Woodland Golf Club, some 
of them assistant caddymasters at one time or another. Dominic, 
41, is the oldest and he has been the supervisor of caddies at the 
Washington Street course since 1965. 

There are also six Dougherty sisters who might have toted bags 
also if it had been the thing to do, as is the case now. 

All 15 are the children of Dominic, an industrial engineer, and 
Joan d’Are (Gillen) Dougherty, who are hale and hearty in their 
late 60’s. The spacious Dougherty dwelling, with seven bedrooms, 
is at 31 Newell Street, close by Auburndale Square. It’s a good walk 
to Woodland, but not the kind of stroll that would bother this clan. 

Woodland, home of three national amateur champions, might 
have another unsurpassed record in the Dougherty experience. 
Their combined service to succeeding generations of members 
covers a span of 32 years. 


When Dom took charge in 
1965, Woodland had more than 
100 caddies. That wwas when a 
player required a doctor’s cer- 
tificate to use a golf cart. 
Restrictions were soon lifted 
to permit general use of the 
carts. “Even so,’’ syas Dom, 
“there was always a Dougher- 
ty, or two or three, around for 
a tour of duty with those who 
preferred all-out exercise.”’ 

An affluent society and the 
greatly limitted opportunity 
for doing a loop cut into caddie 
ranks. Today, Woodland 
counts itself fortunate to have 
about 30 boys on a weekend. 
All of the Dougherty lads have 
gone on to a wide range of 
careers, motivated without 
doubt by what rubbed off from 
the caddie experience. Dominic Dougherty 


They are also scattered throughout the land, so a family wedding 
is usually the good excuse for a club-swinging reunion. Last week 
seven of the brothers got together for rounds at Wayland C.C. and 
Brook Meadow, joined by the girl friend of the youngest. 


Terry couldn’t make it because he was on his honeymoon in 
Ireland. Dennis didn’t play, either. He was back home in Charlot- 
tesville, Va., where his wife is expecting a baby. Woodland duties 
kept Dom away from the Wayland visit, but he was the leader of 
the band at Brook Meadow. His foursome took all the marbles. 

Present were three lawyers to settle any legal disputes. Here’s 
the lineup in order of birth chronology: 

Dom is a teacher at the Chariho High School in Charlestown, 
R.I., a bachelor still in residence at the Auburndale homestead. 
Patrick, who lives in Waltham, is a food supervisor with Amtrak. 
Timothy is an IBM analyst residing in White Plains, N.Y. 

The three lawyers are Joseph, a specialist in codification of 
laws, Charlottesville, Va.; Michael, Apple Valley, Minnesota, a 
suburb of Minneapolis, and John, whose practice is in Chicago. 

Richard, the youngest at 25, is a University of Dallas candidate 
for a PhD. in Political Philosophy. It was his young lady friend, 
Julie Kuefler, a teacher at St. Mary’s in Kansas, who filled in for 
the golf. They met while students in Dallas. 

Winners at Brook Meadow with Dom were Tim, Joe and John. 
Low gross went to Richard with an 82, but the conversation was 
better than the golf otherwise. 

Still another Dougherty family record of distinction linked 
directly to Woodland has been the choice of eight of the nine 
brothers as Ouimet Caddie Scholarship recipients. The ninth, 
Patrick, qualified but did not need the assistance because he 
received a Boston State scholarship as a Vietnam veteran. 

Just to keep the social caldendar straight, Terry’s wedding took 
place at St. Ann’s in Neponset to Rosemary Columbo, with a recep- 
tion at Florian Hall in Roxbury. A subsequent family cookout in 
Auburndale had to be a well-attended affair, too, with 30 grand- 
children on hand. 

And a footnote to Woodland history. Two of the grandchildren, 
Patrick's son Chris and Mary’s son Jude, have joined the caddie 
ranks.

Aquino was ‘man for others’

Your sacrifices today may be for-

CHESTNUT HILL — The altar 
was prepared at the entrance of 
his office door, exposing a desk 
he used during three years of 
self-imposed exile, and a blood- 
stained white suit. 

“Love is the sacrifice of our 
lives,” Rev. Esteban Sescon of 
the Holy Name Church in West 
Roxbury said, ‘‘Ninoy is love.” 

On the second anniversary of 
Benigno Aquino’s death, about 50 
friends gathered for a memorial 
Mass at the home of the late- 
Filipino senator, who was gunned 
down Aug, 21, 1983 at the Manila 
International Airport. 

“The blood of Ninoy Aquino 
was, is and will be the seed of 
justice for peace and freedom in 
the Philippine Islands,”’ Sescon 
said, ‘'He was called by God to be 
aman for others.”” 

To the right of the altar was a 
smiling portrait of Aquino which 
left those who saw it with the im- 
pression that he was extremely 
pleased, 

In the crowd were two former 
colleagues of Aquino’s, Senators 
Ernesto M. Maceda and Raul 
Manglapus of the Philippine 
Senate, which was disbanded 
when President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos came to power, The only 
blood relative of Aquino's present 
was Sasha Aquino Lichauco. 

After the Mass was over, one of 
the senators spoke of his love for 
Aquino while the other talked of 
Ninoy and his family’s desire to 
see a democracy established in 
the Philippines 

‘Many years will have to pass 
before I can tell you all the things 
I saw in Ninoy,’ Maceda said. 

To Maceda, Aquino was a prac- 
tical joker and early riser who 
would ‘wake people up at four in 
the morning" by calling their 


| homes. 


“He also loved his dogs,’’ 
Maceda said. “They were given 
to him by a member of the 
Japanese senate and, even in 
heavy winter storms, he would go 
out to the garage to make sure 
they were all right. 


According to Maceda, Aquino 
loved Boston and the rolling hills 
of Commonwealth Avenue. If it 
wasn't for his political commit- 
ment to the Filipinos, he added, 
he probably would have stayed 
forever. 


“After he had been here a year, 
he told me that he ‘had found his 
paradise,’’’ Maceda said. 


Now a lawyer in New York, 
Maceda's favorite story about 
Aquino was one which even the 
late senator never denied. When 
Aquino was governor of a Philip- 
pine providence, a young girl, 
about 13 or 14 years of age, was 
raped. ‘‘He went after the rapist 
and shot him in the crotch,” 
Maceda said. 


But he was not a violent man, 
Maceda added. Whenever there 
was talk of assassinating Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos or a 
member of his dictatorship, 
Aquino would always ‘quash the 
plans,"’ Maceda added. 

Senator Manglapus, who was in 
Europe when he heard Aquino 
had been murdered, praised 
Aquino’s family for continuing to 
carry the torch of freedom and 
justice in the Philippine Islands. 

“We should be thankful for the 
flesh and blood he has left 
behind,” Manglapus said. ‘‘All 
members of the family have step- 
ped into a void left by Ninoy."’ 

Manglapus gave special praise 
to Corazon Aquino, Ninoy’s 
widow, for her role in forcing free 
elections in the Philippines, 
regardless of the unfortunate out- 
come. 

“It's as if Aldolph Hitler decid- 
ed to hold elections while still 
controlling all of the government 
power 

“Nino's sacrifice has opened 
our eyes to what is happening in 
the Philippines,’’ Manglapus 
said. “It's cowardliness. It’s 


cowardliness,”’ 


A force, he said, which is more 
“fearful to face and even more 
difficult’ to defend against, ‘‘but 
it can be done. It can be done.”” 


The Benigno S. Aquino 
Memorial Foundation, located at 
the Commonwealth Avenue 
home, is one of the vehicles by 
which these goals might be ac- 
complished. With sufficient 
public support, members of the 
foundation hope to support 





scholars and fellows in Philippine 
studies, 


The foundation also intends to 
collect and catalogue Aquino’s 
papers, making them available 
for study. It is hoped that the 
materials collected might 
become the nucleus for an In- 
stitute of Philippine studies. 


“This foundation is going to get 
strong and perpetuate the prin- 
cipals that Ninoy died for,’’ 
Mecades said.

TRESS © PeSTTE Teese: 
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Mazda 626 lands 
on best car list 


DETROIT (UPI) Mazda 
may not want to fool with a 
good thing when it comes to its 
626 coupe and sedan, lauded by 
the automotive press last year 
as an outstanding model in the 
highly competitive compact 
car market. 

Named by Car & Driver 
magazine as one of.its 10 Best 
Cars for 1984, the 1985 626 is 
available in either base or lux- 
ury trim as a two-door coupe, 
four-door sedan or five-door 
hatchback. 

The base 2-door coupe is 
priced at $8,845; the base 
sedan at $8,495, The LX coupe 
starts at $10,595; the LX sedan 
at $10,245; and a five-door hat- 
chback in LX trim only begins 
at $11,245. Major items in the 
LX package are cruise con- 
trol, electric mirrors, AM-FM 











cassette stereo, and power 
steering, windows and door 
locks. 

While the coupe’s styling is 
clean of line and uses the 
aerodynamic ‘‘wedge"’ shape, 
the sedan disappears into the 
crowd of look-alike Japanese 
imports. Even the test model, 
a silver-colored Luxury 


Coupe, blends into the throng. 

The model evaluated costs 
$13,043, excluding freight, but 
had the $1,145 electronic 
digital instrument panel 
package, which includes alloy 
wheels and wider tires. 
Although the digital readouts 
are legible at all times — and 
more colorful than the best 
video game — the standard in- 
strumentation supplies just as 
much information. 


On either side of the dash 
are rocker-type switches for 
lights and wipers, but they too 
are needlessly complicated. 
Some switches, warning lights 
and various electronic warn- 
ing jingles complete the high- 
tech aura, but indicate that 
function still follows form. 


The seats offer excellent 
support and a wide range of 
positions, but, again,their 
manual controls are confusing 
as one gropes for the proper 
lever or knob. Plenty of 
storage space, including little 
cupboards inside the armrests 
($69 extra), air conditioner 
($685) and an adjustable steer- 
ing wheel, make the 626’s in- 
terior a pleasant place to 
drive. 


The electric sunroof, ($500), 
works flawlessly and remain- 
ed dry during a series of heavy 
downpours. 


Driver visibility is excellent 
due to the thin window pillars. 
Although the hood slopes down 
and out of sight, one can easily 
see the trunk’s edge, making 
parking easy. 


The rear seats, cramped for 
adult passengers, fold down in- 
dependently as in most small 
cars. The rear light and 
license panel is part of the 
trunk lid, providing easy ac- 
cess to the storage compart- 
ment. But unless the lid is 
opened fully, it may drop 
down, causing more an- 
noyance than injury due to its 
thin steel and plastic 
assembly.

Cold can't keep dead men down 


SPITSBERGEN, Norway (UPI) 
— On this desolate archipelago 
bordering the polar ice pack, 
where neverending daylight swaps 
time with neverending dark, in- 
habitants endure polar bears and 
permafrost, and nature treats the 
dead as harshly as the living. 

Tucked between the North Pole 
and Norway’s North Cape, the 
islands consist of 24,324 square 
miles of tree-less, mountaineous 
terrain that is 60 percent glacier. 

The 3,500 souls that do live here 
stay on the west coast, where a 
branch of the Gulf Stream makes 
temperatures tolerable — seldom 
dropping below minus 25 F. 

Death can come cruelly in this 
arctic wilderness, either by polar 
bear or mine disaster, or icy 
drowning or loss on a glacier. But 
even death is not restful. 

On Spitsbergen it is all but im- 
possible to carve a grave in earth. 
Just two feet below the surface the 
soil is perpetually frozen and 
bodies placed in the softer ground 
above the permafrost tend to rise 
after a few years. 

“The remains are pushed up by 
ice,’’ said Carl Wendt, governor of 
the Norwegian territory. ‘‘Rain- 
water sinks into the soil in the sum- 
mer, freezes in the winter and thus 
expands, laying bare the graves.”’ 

Wendt explained the chilling 
phenomenon during a landing at a 
17th century grave site on a pro- 
montory overlooking the scenic 
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Magdalenefjord that cuts into 
steep, sharp mountains near the 
northwestern tip of Spitsbergen. 

Hundreds of British and Dutch 
whalers are believed buried on the 
promontory, which is part of a na- 
tional park. A team of Norwegian 
and Danish archeologists last sum- 
mer visited the grave site and 
brought with them skeletons for 
osteological tests. 

During a landing on the promon- 
tory this year with the governor, 
guards with .44 Magnums kept a 
watch for polar bears, of which 
there are estimate 2,000 to 3,000 in 
this part of the world. 

In the latest known death caused 
by a polar bear on Spitsbergen, an 
Austrian doctor was attacked on 
the shore opposite the whalers’ 
burial mound in 1977. Slowly drif- 
ting to sea on an icefloe, the victim 
was eaten by the bear before the 
eyes of his expedition. 

Signs in populated areas warn 
against going near polar bears, 
who “‘attack without warning.” 

In 1982, a polar bear lumbered in- 
to the playground of a day care 
center at Longyearbyen, a 
Norwegian coal mine town of 1,250 
people. Hunters chased it to a 
church, where it was gunned down 
on the steps. Quipped one villager: 
“For once we had a churchgoer, 
and he was shot.”’ 

The fur now hangs 
Longyearbyen restaurant. 

“Whenever a polar bear is 


in the 


sighted near a settlement we send 
a warning over the radio,’ said 
Wendt. “Instead of escaping in- 
doors, citizens rush to the scene to 
look at the animal.” 

Excitements are rare on the 
isolated islands, blackened by the 
polar night for four months a year 
while enjoying midnight sun for as 
many months in the summer. 

“In the winter it is so dark you 
feel as if you’re walking with a 
sack over your head all the time,”’ 
Wendt said. 

The days are darker than the 
nights in the winter, when the moon 
gives the arctic landscape a milky 
light, which may be used for mid- 
night ski tours. 

Some of the most modern graves 
on Spitsbergen lie in Longyear- 
byen, where there are buried 26 
victims of a 1920 coal mine gas ex- 
plosion. The graves have to be 
tended constantly so that no 
skeletons rise. 

Spitsbergen became a virtual 
coal mining Klondyke at the turn of 
the century. Among the pioneers 
were American John Longyear of 
Marquette, Mich., who set up camp 
in 1901 in what was named 
Longyearbyen, or Longyear’s 
town. 

The islands were called 
Spitsbergen for their saw-teeth 
mountains by Dutch seafarer 
Willem Barents. He apparently did 
not know that the vikings, the Scan- 
dinavian globetrotters of a thou-

sand years ago, had been to these 
shores hundreds of years earlier. 

The archipelago is known in 
Icelandic annals as Svalbard, or 
Land of the Cold Coast. 

While whalers and hunters were 
drawn here in former days, it is 
now a center for coal mines run by 
Norwegian and Soviet authorities. 

A 1920 treaty signed by 41 nations 
ruled that Spitsbergen belongs to 
Norway, but it may be exploited by 
all signatories.
